The Great American Game has infested the media,

Football has waved in our faces time and again the 
images to aspire tos the male player - bloody and brutal - 
the martyred hero for the cause (sounds a little John Waynish) 
and on the sidelines (of course) the femme fatale - the 
shapely cheerleader who is pompoming her heroes to victory, 
The game segregates the sexes this way, and cheerleading, in 
its ideal form requiring skill, talent and spirit, has given 
way to the exploitations of the female sex, 


Pinally, we have glossed over its most gruesome 
faults and negative aspects. We have been so caught up in 
its folklore and images that we have failed to recognize its 
crimes, Perhaps the most misleading piece of propaganda is 
the healthy form of violence it promotes, Season after season 
we sit at stadiums like the ancient Romans in their coliseuns 
feasting on horrible physical abuse and destruction issued by 
wild beasts upon helpless humans in the name of sport. Football 
is the American form of this violence, Here are some facts: 


Football in this season (it is anticipated) will 
injure 375,000 high school players at some 15,000 schools - 
one of every four participants; 35,000 college players at more 
than 900 schools. There will be one injury for every two play- 
injurious team sport and 14 million youngsters are injured 
every year in its clutch.*

Dangerous techniques like 
butt-blocking and butt-tack- 
ling that filtrate down to 
the littlest leagues with the 
youngest players have grown 
prevalent, Players learn to 
utilize the helmet as a bat- 
tering ram, There has been 
an increase in the number of 
broken necks (500 since 1971 
with 176 of these resulting 
in permanent alysis from 
the neck down). In addition, 
19% of football's most seri- 
ous injuries - brain, spinal 
cord damage, broken ribs, 
ruptured spleens - resulted 
from external blows by hard 
shell helmets, This is an 
example of the misuse of a 
protective measure, Football 
seems to turn everything into 
an instant weapon, 


Many injuries can be 
attributed to the whole mental 
attitude of football, Often 
the victims are the less 
developed and smaller kids who 
are pushed beyond their phys- 
ical limits to keep up.

For Curriculum Changes

The student school committee, consisting df12 
student reps and headed by Mr.,Les Kimbrough, the advisor, has 
become involved in some well-founded and serious complaints 
about the present social studies curriculum, especially the 


main U.S.History courses, 
the most students, 


The latter are mandatory and affect 


The issue was first raised in a discussion about 
racial tension at C.R.L.S. and is a part of the multiple causes 
of the anger and alienation some people are feeling, 


U.S. history courses, according to some people, are not in- 
cluding and examining the contributions of many ethnic and min- 
oritiy peoples and, as a result, are not reaching and meeting 


the needs of many students, 


In two successive meetings 
the student school committee 
(SSC) met with Ms,Chalet, the 
new social studies coordinator 
who is very responsive and 
anxious to make constructive 
changes in the social studies 
department this year, 


At the last meeting, Helen 


Ford, the Title I Parent Coord- 
inator at R&L, and Gail McGovern 


who is the 622/Title IX Coord- 
inator, met with the SSC also, 


The general feeling was 
that the present curriculum is 
not racially and culturally 
balanced and that there is a 
lack of minority (e.g.Black, 
female,etc, ) representation in 
many textbooks and teaching 
Materials, Some people felt 
that the U.S. history courses 
are too war-oriented and im- 
personal and that the teaching 
methods are not always effect- 
ive, The group talked about 
the problems, the changes they 
would like to see, and the 
importance of the changes, 


Ms.Chalet and certain men- 
bers of the SSC formed an 
implementation committee>, Its 
members will work together and 
share the responsibility of 





seeing that changes occur in 
the history curriculum, 


So far, the implementa- 
tion committee has discussed 
some ways to bring the issue 
up for discussion, re-educat- 
ing or enhancing teaching 
methods, the length of the 
U.S.history courses, the flex- 
ibility (or lack of it) in the 
scheduling and generally 
making teachers more comfort- 
able about teaching multi- 
cultural and diverse racial 
history in a positive and in- 
portant way. 


The committee hopes to 
make up a handbook which 
examines the needs and the 
missing factors of courses, 
They would like to survey and 
question many people about 
many things, Workshops are 
already being given to Social 
Studies teachers during the 
half-days. Any concerned 
people who would like to work 


on the implementation committee 


should see Mr,Kimbrough,

Get Out To Vote-Protect Student Interests

The election of the Cambridge School Committee is 
on Tuesday, November 6th, The committee consists of six city- 
wide, elected members and the mayor, who is elected by the City 
Council and who serves as chairman of the committee, The School 
Committee members, once elected, serve a two year term, 

Last year the committee members weres Mayor Thomas 
Danehy, Alice Wolf, Donald Fantini, Joseph Maynard, Sara Mae 
Berman and David Holway. This committee, by majority vote, en- 
dorsed the following: high school reorganization, the new high 
school renovation and construction and the teacher advisor peer 
counseling program, These are a few of the more relevant issues 
that they came to decisions about, 

For something to pass the committee it has to be 
backed by a minimum of 4 votes, If something is passed with 4 
votes, it goes into effect just the same as it would with a 
unanimous (7-0) vote, With seven voting members there is a swing 
vote, The-committee votes many times on recommendations of the 
Superintendent of Schools, currently William Lannon, 

Reorganization is still not finalized, although the 
committee is making re-appointments and acting through on it, It 
has been a very sensitive issue which will come up again this 
year, 

The best way to find out and become familiar with 
the committee and its individual members is to go and observe at 
their meetings - Wednesday nights. There is a published agenda, 
The meetings are public and usually in the new building.

I was disappointed with this school’s reception 
of Mr,Wirtz., Unlike the other schools visited, C.R.L.S. had no 
school assembly, or any organized school-wide event to celebrate 
the memory*of John F,Kennedy, Furthermore, there was very little 
publicity informing the school when and where people could hear 
Mr, W4rtz speak, The only fortunate people were a few teachers 
and their social studies classes, 

I am upset that such an opportunity to remember 
and learn about a very important man was restricted to only a 
few, In addition, I find it difficult to believe that the Cam- 
bridge Rindge & Latin School took no active interest in this 
celebration when Cambridge was a major city in the life of JFK, 
and played an important role in his government, The failure of 
C.R.L.S. to participate actively in this rare and special occa- 
sion is disappointing and shameful, and those responsible should 
be aware of this, 

In the future, should such an opportunity arise 
again, I would like to suggest that there be a well-planned pro- 
gram for everyone to take part in, The Boston Globe published 
various articles on the activities in the schools (except CRLS) 
that were involved in the October 19th program, Some of the 
activities included assemblies, panel discussions and talks 
with large groups of students. I realize that assemblies are 
hard to have at C.R.L.S. due to lack of space, Perhaps, there 
could have been four assemblies - one for each class or house, 
If this were not possible, then I hope that there would have 
been sufficient publicity to inform everyone when and where they 
could have participated, Perhaps, the activities could have 
been in progress all day.

The following is an interview with a new Vietnamese student in our school, 
This person wished to remain anonymous but was kind enough to answer my questions, This person 


is one of about five 
dubbed them as "Boat People", 
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Q.Why did you leave? A.We 
wanted more freedom, 

Q.What does freedom mean 
to you? A. Freedom is being 
able to do what you want, to be 
your own person, to own your 
own business, to do as you wish, 
In Vietnam you cannot do this, 

Q.How did you travel to 
the U.S.? A. In boats made of 
wood, We were trasnferred back 
and forth, 

Q.Did your whole family 
come? A, Yes, ten of my family 
Members came, 

Q.How long have you been 
in the U.S.? A. Four months,

nesian government to stay on

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K100 May Be For You

K100 is a new program in the high school this year, 
This funny name is not a breakfast food but the title of a 
U.S.History course, But it is not just a U.S. History course 
(taught from an unusual petit), but one which has three 
main elements: core classes, advising groups and community 
meetings /leadership training periods, 

Core classes are the U.S.History curriculum using 
a textbock, Advising groups are like the core classes with 
the whole number of students divided into three groups of 15 
or so each, A teacher is in each, This is a place to discuss 
personal issues and develop a closer relationship, They are 
relaxed sessions, Community meetings are forums and discuss- 
j4ons for everyone about issues that are not so academic but 
confront - e.g.admissions and discipline, 

The program is set up with an emphasis on community 
or civic education and functions in a democratic manner. One 
of the goals of K1i00 is to learn about democratic skills, K100 
originated from the Cluster alternative school which existed 
for 5 years at C.H.L.S. and C.R.L.S. until 1979. The important 
component to K100 was the emphasis on moral and value-oriented 
issues which Cluster School was based on, The staff members, 
Arthur Lipkin, Betsy Grady and Phyllis Bretholtz, all were a 
part of Cluster at one time or another, 

Ki100 is unique group of kids who come from different 
programs and the program needs a variety of people and back- 
grounds, This is not an alternative school but a program di- 
rected towards the general population, There are about 6 open- 
ings still left in K100, It now consists of about 40 kids and 
3 staff members, It is located on the third floor of the new 
building, It meets a double period, 6th and 7th, every day 
except Monday--reserved for gyn, 

The students all have different views and reasons 
for being in the program, It is an atmosphere that represents 
many backgrounds and opinions, Being in the program can be 
chairing a community meeting, being on a discipline committee, 
learning about yourself and others, in an adivising group,

Charles S. Adams was an apprentice at the age of 17 in the drafting depart- 
ment of the Boston Naval Shipyard where he continued as a naval architect for 
48 years. In 1930 he was honored for his work as supervising architect during 
the restoration of the USS Constitution. 

Arthur Ball (1911) became a well-known photographer who filmed the 
motion picture, “‘Ben Hur’’. He is an expert with color photography and 
worked with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Corp. He is an M.I.T. graduate, too. 

Warren S. Berg (.1939) received the Rindge ‘‘Man of the Year’’ award in 
1968. A vice president of the National Shawmut Bank and former director of 
public relations for Arthur D. Little, Inc., Mr. Berg entered the business route 
after three years as a pitcher in the Red Sox farm system and one year as a 
coach at M.I..T. He captained his ’43 Harvard baseball squad as well. 

Walter Brennan (1914) won 3 Oscars and became famous as Amos McCoy 
on television in the show, ““‘The Real McCoys’’. He starred in many Hollywood 
films and won Academy Awards for ‘‘Come and Get It’’ (1936), ‘‘Kentucky”’ 
(1938), and ‘“‘The Westerner’’ (1940). 

George Clapp (1946) was recently elected to the Dunkin Donuts 
Presidents’ Club after years of being a successful businessman in Tucson, 
Arizona. : 

H.H. Cooper (1944) is chairman of the board and chief executive officer of 
Graphics Incorporated. 

Leo E. Diehl (1933) became a state representative and tax commissioner 
before becoming an aide to Thomas P. O’Neill, Speaker of the U.S. House of 
Representatives. Leo was chosen the 1976 ‘‘Man of the Year’’ at Rindge. 

Raymond A. Fitzgerald (1907) is a World War I veteran, a Harvard 
graduate, a former Rindge teacher and former Master of the Haggerty School. 
Ray served 8 years on the Cambridge School Committee. In 1946 he was ap- 
pointed Deputy Commissioner of Education in Massachusetts until his 
retirement in 1959. He was the 1973 ‘“‘Man of the Year’’. 

Albert J. Gracia (1923) is a retired vice president of the Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co. A graduate of M.I.T., his and other’s research of the 1930s led to 
the development of Goodyear’s first synthetic rubber production plant. He was 
chosen as the 1969 Rindge ‘‘Man of the Year’’. 

Charles Jenkins (1953) a celebrated track star at RTS, went to the 
Melbourne Olympics in 1956 and captured 2 gold medals. Of the many Rindge 
Olympians, no other has won two golds. Charlie still holds several school 
records after 25 years. 

Arthur D. Jewell (1918) was the 1967 Rindge ‘‘Man of the Year’’. Living in 
Washington, D.C., Arthur has an excellent reputation in the academic and 
scientific worlds. He graduated from M.I.T. and served as a public school 
administrator and college teacher. He was the first Black administrator of a 
formerly all white school (perhaps the Ist in the country) in 1954. 

Leo F. Katzer (1933) developed the Dispatch messenger service, a 
multifaceted service department, at the Mass. General Hospital. 

Paul L’Antigua (1931), a member of the Executive Board of Mass Labor 
Council No. 41, State County and Municipal Employees, AFL-CIO, was 
responsible for legislation expanding the ‘‘Stipend payment’’ to working 
patients at the Fernald State School and the original bill giving State workers 
group insurance. 

Albert Lassman (1924) was a football star at Rindge and N.Y.U. (All 
American) when he became partially paralyzed. At a Summer camp, Cal saw 
some boys capsize their canoe and, in attempting to save them, forfeited his 
own life. A plaque to his memory hangs on the site of the old Rindge ‘‘Lassman 
Gymnasium’”’. 


William Latady (1936) won an Oscar last year for film-making. 


Dr. Pierce Leavitt, (1906) lived to become the oldest medical examiner in 
Massachusetts. He served as a surgeon in World War I and held many posts 
before serving his country again in World War II. He worked in several 
hospitals and was a former Brockton School Committeeman. 


Edwin J. Lennon 1923), a past president of this Alumni Association, was 
the treasurer of the Pilgrim Trust Co. before it merged with the New England 
Merchant’s National Bank where he served as vice president. 


Howard L. MacOdrum has been involved in civic and business affairs. An 
advisory board member of the American Automobile Assoc., Howard became 
Vice President in 1942 of the Checker Taxi Company. 


Charles Linehan (1906) became a famed coach and teacher at Rindge, 
retiring in 1959 as the department chairman in Mathematics. Charlie was 
affectionately termed “‘Mr. Chips”’ and is remembered each year when the 
Scholar-Athlete Award is given to a student in his name.

Thomas McLaughlin (1922), a former Rindge teacher, was the treasurer 
of the John W. Wood Scholarship Fund and staunch supporter of this 
Association. He also led the Rindge Teachers’ Club for many years. 

Wilfred “Mitch” Metivier (1910) captained his 1913 Holy Cross football 
team and later coached at Brighton High and at Rindge Tech. A former 
Rindge teacher he was also a member of the Holy Cross Footbal! Hall of Fame. 

Thomas Mooney (1929) was the goaltender on the 1936 U.S. Ice Hockey 
Olympic team, held in Germany. 

Herbert Neal (1939) was elected as the Mayor of Pequannock, New 
Jersey. 

Louis Novak (1922) was born in Czechoslovakia. He is well-known for his 
works of art in linoleum and silk screen printing. He has prints in permanent 
collection and paintings exhibited in art galleries throughout the nation. He 
taught at Wentworth Institute for 30 years and was chosen the 1975 ‘‘Man of the 
Year’’. He also painted the Robert R. Sweeney portrait, which is displayed in 
the Headmaster’s Office at Rindge. 

James P. Nolan (1929) retired this past June as a Rindge teacher of 
carpentry. Long a supporter of this Association, Jim is enjoying his 
retirement, and celebrating his 50th Class reunion. 

Ralph O’Brien (1948) is a former senior vice president of Litton Industries 
and our 1977 ‘‘Man of the Year’. He is presently president and chairman of 
Mowhawk Data Service Corp. of New Jersey. Ralph was also a professional 
hockeyplayer with Springfield. 


William P. O’Hare (1920) was an Army engineer during World War I. 
From 1929 to 1949 he was an architect in Washington for the Federal Govern- 
ment after graduating from Harvard. 

Henry F. Owens, Jr. (1928) has become one of the well-established movers 
in New England and the nation. A member of the Rindge football Hall of 
Fame, Henry was chosen ‘‘Man of the Year’’ in 1972. 


Frank Pespisa (1920), a great supporter of the Alumni Association and the 
present Treasurer, obtained a warm reputation in Lexington as a coach and 
instructor and competitor in the games of tennis, hockey and baseball. In 1974 
he was cited as standout competitor. He’s the 1979 Rindge ‘‘Man of the Year’’. 

Larry Plenty (1953), a standout athlete at RTS, became the first Black 
baseball player to try out with the Boston Red Sox after graduating from B.C. 
He was asked to sign with the Green Bay Packers of the N.F.L. 


Harold Russell 1933) who lost both his hands in World War II, skyrocketed 
to fame and became a national symbol of courage in meeting the challenge of 
disability when he was selected to portray the role of Homer Parrish, a hand- 
‘less sailor, in the movie, ‘‘The Best Years of Our Lives”. He won two motion 
picture Academy Awards for the best supporting performance and the other 
for bringing aid and comfort to disabled vets through the medium of motion 
pictures. He was chosen ‘‘Man of the Year”’ in 1970. 

Joseph Santoro (1927) recently retired as the Director of Art for the 
Cambridge Public Schools. An artist and teacher, Joe has attained much fame 
since his cartooning days with the REGISTER. He has won many national 
awards. 

James Shea, Sr. (1909) became the first Rindge Alumni Association’s 
“Man of the Year’”’ in 1965. He was president of the Milton Bradley Co., one of 
the largest manufacturers of games and educational equipment. 

John E. Surette, S.J. (1952) was ordained a Jesuit Priest in 1967 before 
becoming the Director and Founder of the Centre for Religious Education in 
Jamaica, W.I. He presently directs that nation’s Rural Lay Leadership Team 
for the Archdiocese of Kingston. 

John Thomas 1958) became World High Jump Champion after a 
tremendous career at Rindge and Boston University. He won a bronze medal 
in the 1960 Olympics at Rome and a silver medal in Tokyo’s 1964 Olympics. 
Only one other Massachusetts high jumper has cleared seven feet and that was 
Roberto Cooper, Rindge class of 1976. John is employed at WCVB-TV, Channel 
5. 

Andrew T. Trodden (1926) is a former assistant attorney general, city 
solicitor, city councillor and an attorney who served the John W. Wood 
Scholarship Fund in its formation. Andy was inducted into the Rindge 
Baseball Hall of Fame and was chosen ‘‘Man of the Year”’ in 1978. 

Dr. George “‘Tubber” White (1915) was chosen ‘‘Man of the Year’’ in 1971. 
White captained football, hockey and baseball at Rindge and is a member of 
the Rindge Foqtball Hall of Fame. He also captained Tufts College football 
team. 

John W. Wood (1893) was a Rindge teacher in its early years after 
graduating from Harvard. In 1907 he succeeded Charles Morse as the third 
Headmaster and held that position until 1950.

Welcome parents, to the first Parent-Teacher- 
Student evening held in the newly renovated 
Rindge-Latin building. During the evening we 
hope you will become familiar with the total 
program offered in the school and with your own 
son or daughter’s individual program. 

Cambridge Rindge and Latin School is a 
comprehensive high school of over 2800 students 
and 300 faculty. The school is organized into 
four houses (A,B,C,D); four alternative programs 
(Enterprise Coop, Pilot School, Acheivement 
School, Fundamental School); and a separate 
Occupational Education Program which offers 
both academic and vocational courses. In House 
D, the Bilingual Program teaches English and a 
full complement of courses to over 230 students in 
their native languages of Portuguese, Spanish, 
French-Haitian, Greek, and Chinese. With the 
exception of the Achievement School, all 
programs include students in grades 9-12. 

Your child belongs to one of these houses or 
programs. If, for example, your son is in House 
A, that means his homeroom is in House A; he 
reports there for attendance at 8:15 a.m. His 
guidance counselor is in House A; his school 
records are kept in the House A guidance suite. 

If you have any reason to contact the school about 
your son, the appropriate place to begin would be 
with the administrators of House A: the Teacher- 
In-Charge and the Housemaster of House A. 
When the school contacts you about a school 
function or a necessary conference, the contact 
will usually come through the House A 
Housemaster’s Office. 

We find we have better communication and 
accountability when teachers and students are 
responsible to smaller settings. The 9-12 house 
system also lets families build up a relationship 
with administrators and counselors who will work 
with them all four years. The telephone numbers 
for each house and progiam are listed on a 
separate sheet. We hope you will introduce 
yourself tonight to the housemaster, teacher-in- 
charge, and counselor who work with your child, 
as well as to teachers.

Art 


The CRLS Art Department offers a 
variety of courses to satisfy the ever- 
‘expanding needs and interests of the 
CRLS diverse student population. 

The program is designed to meet 
the needs of those students whose 
career ambitions in the profession 
include training for commercial art 

fields, museum research, industrial 
design and community art programs 
through such courses as Mechanical 
and Architectural Drawing and 
General and Special Art Classes. 

For those students who plan to 
further their studies in the arts or 
who simply want to quench a 
burning interest, liberal arts and 
studio courses are combined to 
provide students with skills in: 
--drawing 
--painting 
--pottery 
--photography 
--crafts (such as jewelry making, 
leather tooling, dyeing, stain glass 
work, model making, silkscreening) 
These courses also provide the 
student with an appreciation of 
visual arts. 

As the study of art is a very 
personal discovery, in many 
respects, our students are en- 
couraged to select courses which 
allow their pursuit of special in- 
terests and abilities. 


Art in the Occupational 
Education Prugram 


Art is used as a tool and skill 
builder for the shop student. 
Whenever possible, assignments 
relate to different shop areas 
directly. 

Design, color, perspective, 
drawing and art history form the 
basis for the program. 

Assignments such as sculpture, 
batik, clay, pen and ink, copper 
enameling, metal tooling, and 
mural painting offer students the 
chance to explore various areas and 
use materials that they use in their 
shops in different creative ways. 

Occupational Education students 
benefit from the art experience. 
Skill development and a chance to 
be creative with materials that they 
are using in their shops add much to 
their educational growth. 


Modern/Foreign Language 


The Modern/Foreign Language 
Department offers a variety of 
courses in the foreign languages 
spoken today, as well as a non- 
spoken language: Latin. Over 1000 
students are enrolled in Spanish 
(450), French (350), Portuguese, 
Italian, and German. Latin ac- 
counts for just over 70 students. 

The main objectives of modern 
language study are best achieved in 
the higher level courses, but 
proportionately are met at the lower 
levels as well. These are: 
© the mastery of speaking, reading, 
listening and writing in the above 
languages (Latin excepted) 
© the appreciation of the culture 
and humanistic contributions made 
by the people of the various 
linguistic groups. We believe that

The establishment of music as a 
major subject in the secondary 
schools of Cambridge and other 
communities demonstrates that 
educators are aware of the im- 
portance of music as a vital part of 
the total education of all students 
and its contribution to “quality of 
life”, 

The Music Department has 
provided a wide variety of music 
courses to serve the interests and 
need of all students. Choral and 
instrumental groups, ensembles, 
and solo experiences plus theory 
class and private lessons are 
available at CRLS. Private lessons 
are offered to CRLS students on a 
scholarship basis at Longy School of 
Music, Boston University School for 
the Arts, Berklee College of Music, 
and the Community Music Center of 
Boston. 

Musical productions presented 
during the past few years are 
“Oklahoma”, Handel's “Messiah”, 
Gilbert & Sullivan's “Trial By Jury”, 
“Music Man”, Tschaikowsky’s ‘1812 
Overture”, Carl Orff’s “Carmina 
Burana” and the New England 
Premier performances of “Festiva de 
la Posada” by Dave Brubeck. 


Dramatic 


Arts 


The Department of Dramatic 
Arts exists for students interested in 
the various performing arts as a way 
of developing their expressive 
potential. Through a carefully 
designed program of studies in- 
cluding four levels of acting, dance, 
mime, and communications, plus 
practical experience in the technical 
aspects of production, students can 
sample a wide variety of courses and 
activities to meet their individual 
needs and interests. Training is 
designed to facilitate the growth and 
development of the student who 
enjoys the arts as an avocation as 
well as the student with career 
aspirations. 

Several major productions are 
presented each year including 
participation in the Massachusetts 
State Drama Competition. Last 
year our entry won at the 
preliminary and semi-final levels 
and entitled us to participate in the 
finals at John Hancock Hall. In the 
course of the competition, the 
students earned several acting 
awards and citations. 

The Department sponsors active 
Drama and Dance Clubs, a 
Children’s Theatre Company which 
tours the elementary schools, plans 
trips to see plays, and brings 
professional theatre and dance 
artists into the schools to perform for 
and work with the students. Upon 
completion of the new CRLS 
performing arts facility, the 
Department plans to expand its 
offerings to include courses in 
Stagecraft and TV Production. 


Physical Education is Important 


So important that starting in 
1978-79, we require students not just 
to take, but to pass all four quarters 
of P.E. every year in order to 
graduate. This requirement is 


that foreign language study im- 
proves articulation in English;

Our department is ever un- 
dergoing continuous strengthening 
and updating of existing programs 
while simultaneously looking toward 
new areas of cross-cultural and 
inter-departmental innovation. 
Presently under discussion are: a 
linguistic/cultural orientation 
course to familiarize students not 
currently enrolled in foreign 
language classes in the cultures and 
some basic conversational skills of 
four languages; a tutoring program 
in which upper-level language 
students might assist bi-lingual 
students who speak the same foreign 
language, with their English; a plan 
to open all Foreign language classes 
on a space-available basis, to all 
school staff and administrators, in 
order to ) encourage : a general interest

Title I 


Title I services high school 
students in reading and math at the 
Supplementary Learning Center. In 
reading an individualized program 
is designed so that each student 
acquires greater ability and ef- 
ficiency in reading comprehension. 
In math the individualized program 
is designed so that each student 
acquires greater proficiency in 
mathematical computation. 

Title I services are available to all 
high school students who need 
supplementary tutoring in House A, 
House B, House D, The 
Occupational Education Program 
and Fundamental. Each Center is 
staffed with one reading teacher, 
one math teacher and an in- 
structional aide. Students come to 
Title I classes during their study 
periods and must come at least three 
times a week. 

Located at the House B Sup- 
plementary Learning Center is a 
computer assisted instruction 
program. Video terminals are 
available to provide reading and 
math review. The Title I staff will 
be in the computer assisted in- 
struction room (231-232) this 
evening.

Resource 
Program 


The Reading Resource Program 
offers “Developmental Reading” 
and “English/Reading Lab courses 
br students in grades 9 through 12. 
The reading specialists diagnose 
cach student's reading achievement 
and provide individual help in 
improving word recognition, 
comprehension, and study skills. 

Each student is given help in 
applying reading and study skills to 
content area subjects such as 
English, Social Studies, 
Mathematics, and Science. The 
reading specialists meet with those 
subject area teachers who want to 
help their students to have the 
ability to read difficult text 
assignments. 


English 
You Have To Take It! 
Why? 


We live in a highly verbal society. 
It is critical to have the skills and 
confidence both to say what you 
mean, and to analyze, understand, 
and put into perspective what other 
people are saying. 

Because language skills are vitally 
important and because students’ 
learning capacities in this area 
mature and develop yearly during 
high school, students must carry a 
full year of English each year and 
must pass four years of English to 
graduate. . 

The English faculty plans and 
teaches a wide range of courses 
designed to meet the diversity of the 
young people who attend CRLS and 
to stimulate their interest in 
acquiring and mastering the basic 
skills of literacy-- speaking, 
listening, reading and writing. 

These courses fall into two types 
of programs: standard and elective. 
Standard courses (English 
I, II, 111,1V) are full-year courses 
designed for students of a particular 
grade and ability level. The courses 
include literature, composition, 
vocabulary, mechanics and 
grammar each year and over a four 
year period provide a sequence of 
skill-building in language and 
exposure to a variety of good 
literature. 

The elective program offers half- 
year courses which focus in depth on 
a particular type of literature or 
linguistic skill (e.g. Shakespeare, 
Basic or Advanced Language Study, 
Semiotics, Selected Major American 
Writers). The courses may be aimed. 
at students of a particular ability 
level, but they are open to grades 10- 
12. The elective program gives 
students freedom to choose the 
content areas they prefer but also 
places on them the responsibility to 
plan a three-year program that hasa 
logical sequence and meets their 
own learning needs. Students are 
expected to follow these 
requirements: 

© Take at least two courses in the 
area of language and writing. 

¢ Take at least two courses in the 
area of literature. 

© Students planning for college are 
expected to take survey courses in 
American and English literature or 
machines wl) ai tech} 





Social Studies 


Social Studies courses at CRLS 
iaclude work in all of the social 
siences, i.e. anthropology, ar- 
cheology, economics, geography, 
history, psychology, and sociology. 
Some courses, especially surveys, 
involve two or more of the 
disciplines and other courses, such 
as pychology and economics, are one 
or two semester in-depth 
examinations of a particular social 
science. Textbooks are used as a 
resource in social studies courses. 
Information is also acquired from 
lectures and note-taking, from 
primary source documents, from 
narratives and case studies, from 
films and from fiction. 

Courses at CRLS include: 

Civic Education--a combination of 
United States history and moral 
development through governance 
structure 

Teens and Law- a study of the legal 
system and its impact on young 
people 

World History I- a chronological 
survey of the development of western 
culture and institutions from pre- 
literate times to Middle Ages

For those preparing to enter the 
world of business after high school, 
we offer a four year sequence in

This sequence 
begins with algebra and progresses 
through advanced mathematics and 
calculus. 

We also offer courses in computer 
programming: Basic, Cobol, and 
Fortran.

Orbits on Earth and Mars: One 
activity in astronomy and physics is 
the calculation and plotting of the 
orbits of Earth and Mars. The orbit 
of Earth is determined from twelve 
photographs of the Sun, where the 
distance between the Earth and the 
Sun is figured from the apparent size 
of the Sun’s disc each month. 

The orbit of Mars can be plotted 
using eight pairs of photographs of 
the red planet. The second photo in 
each pair is taken 687 days after the 
first, and Mars has circled the Sun 
exactly once in that time interval. 
Since Mars is located in the same 
place both days, its position can be 


. determined precisely using 


triangulation.

Work Study 


Work-Study is a learning program 
for Lith and 12th grade high school 
students 16 years of age or older. 
The purpose of the program is to 
provide paid, on the job training 
experience through supervised part- 
time work. Students have an op- 
portunity to combine “World of 
Work’ classroom instruction with 
actual job experience. 

Students enrolled in the Work- 
Study Program are released daily 
from school prior to 1:30p.m. and 
report to an assigned work station. 
One the job, the student works 
under the supervision of an em- 
ployer sponsor. Periodically, the 
work study teacher will observe the 
student while on the job and confer 
with the employer for an evaluation. 

Work sites must be approved and 
also provide relevant training op- 
portunities that relate to student 
career interest. The student is 
employed a minimum of 2 hours 
daily Monday-Friday, with the 
exception of school holidays and 
vacations. 

The curriculum of Work-Study is 
conducted primarily within a job 
situation atmosphere; that is, 
“learning by doing” is emphasized. 
High school Work-Study classes 
meet one full period Monday,

Career 
Resource 
Center 


Purpose: The Career Resource 
Center provides students with 
current resources for career 
development, exploration, practical 
application, and follow-up; assists 
teachers in the development of 
career education techniques that 
could be applied to curriculum; and 
provides a counseling component 
that is directly tied to college and 
career choices. Among the 
techniques used are mini courses, 
speakers’ bureau (including college 
and careers), job shadowings and 
student/ parent information nights. 
What ts available: Resources in the 
center have been selected to appeal 
to junior high through adult ranges 
of interest. Students, teachers and 
parents will find everything from 
encyclopedia-type reference works 
such as the Occupational Outlook 
Handbook or the Dictionary of 
Occupational titles to a varied 
assortment of cassettes and film- 
strips for students to view at their 
leisure. In addition to reading 
materials, filmstrips, career in- 
formation tapes, and student work- 
books, the Career Resource Center 
offers many services in the student 
attempt to make career-decision 
making a more significant part of 
the high school experience. Career 
speakers from the FBI, accounting 
world, health careers, disc jockeys, 
editorial cartoonists, and business 
representatives, to name but a few, 
are sponsored by the Center. 
Representatives from two and four- 
year colleges, business and trade 
schools, and the military also speak 
at the Career Center. 

The Computer: The computer can 
be used to find current information 
on two and four-year colleges, 
occupations, and scholarships. 
Students can use the computer by 
themselves after being trained. 
There is always someone there to 
assist or operate it for them. 
Bilingual students could be trained 
by the Center to use the Guidance 
Information System Computer. 
(GIS) or (MOIS). They may also 
volunteer time to work in the Center 
in which case credits can be given on 
the basis of the number of hours 
they work per week.

The Youth Advocacy Project: 


The Youth Advocacy Project is a 
program that trains 15 students to 
counsel and advocate for peers who, 
for a variety of reasons, are 
discouraged about continuing their 
schooling. Students receive 12 weeks 
training (60 hours). They also learn 
how to counsel peers who presently 
feel isolated and alienated within 
the CRLS community and need 
empathetic peer support and un- 
derstanding. Trainees are taught 
basic communication skills: at 
tentive listening, assertiveness, and 
advocacy skills. They are instructed 
how to conduct a needs assessment, 
how to make agency referrals and 
evaluations. They also learn about 
students’ rights, how to advocate 
responsibly for peers seeking to 
redress grievances, and to confront 
racial or sex discrimination, or to 
correct a specific unfairness. 

Students are hired to work 12 
hours a week. There are four second 
year advocates. One presently works 
as a teacher's aide at the Group 
School and counsels “special needs” 
students. A second helps recruit, 
train, coordinate and supervise peer 
tutors for an innovative academic 
remedial program. Two others are 
presently planning to offer peer 
counseling at the Harvard and MIT 
Upward Bound Programs. The 
eleven new advocates will complete 
their training and begin working in 
January. 

The Youth Advocacy Project also 
organizes school-wide workshops on 
issues of critical importance to 
youth. The first workshop, con- 
ducted in late October was entitled 
“Adolescent Suicide: What Can 
Peers Do?) Two more workshops 
planned for this calendar year are: 
‘Musical Roots and Racial Har- 
mony’ to be lead by well-known 
local DJ's; and “Practical Alter- 
natives to Teenage Junk Food 
Addicts”, to be led by noted local 
professional nuitritionists, public 
health experts. Workshops planned 
for next term address such topics as 
Teenage Pregnancy and High 
School-Aged Mothers, Local Job 
Opportunities for Youth and 
Physical Fitness Programs for 
Adolescents.

Training 
Program 


“Tn its declaration of purpose 
Public Law 90-576 proposes to make 
quality vocational education readily 
accessible to all. In identifying “‘all” 
the act places emphasis on the 
disadvantaged, the handicapped, 
secondary school youth, post- 
secondary enrollee and adults who 
have entered the work force.” 

These individuals can possess a 
marketable skill if given adequate 
vocational training and counseling. 

The Vocational Training 
Program for Special Needs Students 
proposes to do just this. 

The Vocational Training 
Program is a program for 
moderately developmentally 
disabled adolescents between the 
ages of 16 and 21 years of age. The 
program provides the student with 
social, personal, academic and pre- 
vocational skills needed for in- 
dependent living in the community. 
In addition to the aforementioned 
skills, the student is provided with

potential. The program is designed

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Ecumenical Sevice 
on Common 
-beginning or racial harmony

Before Monday's ecumenical service occurred it 
was labeled as a hypercritical farce by a radio announcer, but 
the biggest and most popular doubt or fear was that it wouldn't 
reach the people who really needed it, The fact that ithe serv- 
ice happened and that people attended, for me, overides that 
fear, It might not have been the answer to racial tension in 
our community, but it was a new direction - a beginning, It 
was a beginning because it was the first time, to my knowledge, 
that religious leaders of Boston and surrounding areas have 
gathered together and shared the burden of a common wound — the 
racial tension and violence that has infected Boston Public 
Schools since 1974 desegregation and court-ordered busing. 

The problem had existed before busing but in a 
different form, and with the attempt to solve it came the 
flagrant symptoms of hatred and fear among parents and students, 
The racial tension, though maybe more extreme in Boston, is not 
contained there. We have felt the anger and unhappiness here 
at C.R.L.S. - at the beginning of this year, feelings that 
haven't been out on the surface for awhile, 

Religion is a powerful force in our community, 
especially in Boston, but in the past it has been more of a 
dividing factor than a unifying one, The Jewish, Moslem, Pro- 
testant and Catholic faiths that were represented at the service 
prayed together and promised to "seize the moment for a new day 
of peace and harmony in our common existence," The service, the 
covenant (now circulating at local parishes) and the buttons for 
racial harmony, are expressions that there are people in our 
community who recognize the disrespect and divisions in our 
communities, and will be dedicated to fostering a new mood of 
healing and forgiveness,

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Young Women Enroll 
at Occ Ed

For this first time since Occ Ed came into existence, 
we have girls in the freshman class. Terry Mitrano, 
Jessica Lamothe, Candy Fulkerson, Lisa Medeiros, 
Ana Soares, and Nancy Cooney are presently in the 
Freshman Exploratory program. This means that 
during the school year, each will go through six 
occupational areas. So far the girls have been in Auto 
Body Repair, Carpentry, Graphic Arts, Culinary, and 
Drafting. By the end of the school year, they will 
have sampled several fields which used to be 
traditional male occupations. 

The following is a story based upon interviews with 
Terry Mitrano when she was in Auto Body Repair and 
with Mr. Ken O’Brien, her instructor during that 
three week exploratory. 

When I caught up with Terry she was completing 
her third week in the shop. She liked it and was not 
having any problems with anyone. 

Terry first found out about Occ Ed when an Occ Ed 
guidance counselor, Ms. Hildebrandt, went to the 
Kennedy School last year to talk to students about the 
program. Then last summer she participated in a 
program at Occ Ed for girls 12-14. It was run by a 
group called Women’s Enterprises. The purpose of 
the summer program was to introduce girls to various 
technical fields. Terry received instruction in Graphic 
Arts, Welding and Carpentry. She enjoyed it so much 
that she began to explore the possibility of coming to 
Occ Ed with her parents. They looked into it further 
and then decided that Terry should enroll. 

Mr. O’Brien says that Terry is the first female he 
has had as a student in Auto Body Repair. He said it 
doesn’t make any differences to him having a girl in 
class. He feels that it may help keep the young men in 
a more respectful manner. He would like haveing 
more girls in the shop as long as they are interested 
and happy with the trade.

VICA Enters

VICA, Vocational Industrial Clubs of America is in 
its second year of operation at Occ Ed. VICA is an 
organization of vocational and technical school clubs 
across the country. Schools form chapters based 
upon the occupational areas that they have. There 
are thirty-five possible sections that could exist within 
a single school. 

At Occ Ed all shops would qualify to become VICA 
affiliates. The first shop to become an official 
member was the Electrical Shop. Mr. Tony Car- 
nabuci is the school advisor for VICA. 

One of the major activities of VICA is to provide 
competition between individual schools and among 
schools on the regional, state, and national levels. 
The competitions are held in different schools and are 
judged by electrical contractors. Students are judged 
on safety, accuracy and speed. 


Community Service 


Besides providing competition and encouraging 
skills and pride, VICA requires students to look 
beyond themselves to become contributors to their 
school and community. As a way of fulfilling their 
community service responsibilities this year, VICA 
presented an annual membership card to the Museum 
of Science to to the people of Cambridge. The card, 
held by the Public Library, may be used for family 
admittance to the Museum at no charge. Mr. Joseph 
Sakey, Director of the library, expressed gratitude on 
behalf of the citizens of Cambridge for such a gift. 
The PTSO helped raise the money for the gift by 
running a flea market. 


Competitions 


Last year we went to VICA competitions at Lowell 
Regional Vocational Technical High School and 
Northeast Regional. We also went to state com- 
petition at New Bedford Regional at the end of the 
year. Students who compete in VICA may receive 
awards such as tool pouches, tools and technical 
books. We will be participating in the same types of 
activities this year. 

In order to go on trips, (The New Bedford com- 
petition included a banquet, dance and other ac- 
tivities over a two day period), members of VICA have 
to raise money. This year we have been selling coffee, 
hot chocolate and donuts at the Annex before school 
and at Evening School on Tuesday and Thursday 
nights.

better. There is a walk-in freezer, walk-in 
refrigerator and all kinds of commercial 
equipment. 


Students enrolled in this program will learn 
everything about food preparation and the food 
industry. They will also learn the art in culinary 
art. That means that they can produce any type 
of picture or sculpture using food as the material. 

When we visited the kitchen Mr. Rappucci was 
preparing bowls made of ice. They were going to 
be part of such a food sculpture. 


Restaurant to Open 


One of the ways students will get practice 
preparing foods, serving food and learning the 
business aspects is by running a _ regular 
restaurant. It is located on the Cambridge St. 
side of the Rindge building. The restaurant can 
seat forty people. It has the same furniture as the 
big cafeteria. Mr. Rappucci hopes that it will 
soon be in operation. At this time he is waiting 
for small equipment such as silverware and 
dishes. 

The restaurant, which needs a name, will be 
open to the public. It will sell baked goods made 
by students as well as serve fine meals. 

Occ Ed is running a contest to find a name for 
the restaurant. (See the ad on this page.) 

Mr. Rappucci pointed out that Culinary Arts is 
a very big and growing field for men and women. 
This kind of training can lead a person to good, 
interesting jobs with good pay. 


What is Happening at Occ Ed?

In September, the academic classes of Occ Ed 
were moved from the Albany St.-Rindge Annex 
building to the fourth floor of the new building 
on campus. Most of the shops (Culinary Arts, 

_ Computer Science and Health/Medical Assistant 
being the exceptions) are still at the Annex. 
These will all be moved to the new buildings 
when all the shop areas have been completed. 

Back at the Annex, carpentry students and 
electrical students have removed all remnants of 
the old academic “classrooms”. The reason for 
this is that M.I.T. has taken back half of the 
building for its own purposes. This is happening 
now because in the original school construction 
schedule the shops were supposed to be ready last 
FEBRUARY. 

In order to have space that we still need, the 
Carpentry students are building new rooms in the 
remaining half of the building. These will be 
used for a guidance program and a new shop 
Program. The program will offer building 
maintenance and home mechanics. Second 
Semester, some of the students are going to be 
Placed on job sites. The new teacher will be Paul 
Walsh. The vocational counselor is Mary Jane 
Clancy. 

This job has been good experience because we 
have been able to work on this project from the 


ground up.Wehave done rough construction on 


the site, erecting walls and plumbing partitions. 
We will also be installing metal corner beads, 
Plastering, hanging doors and painting. 

The electrical students are also working on the 
Project. Th ling 20 amp outlets a 
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Electrical Students Aid New Program 


Electric Shop majors have helped in the setting up 
of the Culinary Arts Program by installing industrial 
branch wiring circuits for a number of appliances in 
the kitchen. They also added outlets for the 
Trestaurant’s cash register. This type of “‘live’’ work is 
very helpful to students learning the trade. In ad- 
dition, this job gave students experience within an 
industrial setting.

The School Store, located near the cafeteria is 
part of an Occ Ed program, Distributive 
Education. While the store is part of the 
program, any student over the age of 16, either a 
junior or senior, from the entire school can 
participate.

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Sign for the Coolest Shop in Town

During this school year I designed and built a 
demonstration sign for the Air-Conditioning and 
Refrigeration Shop. The purpose of the sign is to 
show some of the things a student can learn in our 
shop. 

The sign not only advertises our shop, but it shows 
the kind of system that we can build with the technical 
and mechanical skills we develop (plus imagination). 

The problems involved in the project included not 
only bending approximately 85 feet of copper tubing, 
but also soldering and mounting the display. Every 
refrigeration unit is made up of a compressor, an 
evaporator, a condenser and a metering device. In 
this case, the evaporator is the lettering of the sign. 
Because of the large number of feet in the evaporator- 
sign, we had to use a compressor and condensor unit 
that is rated at over one and a half tons. 

The whole system acts like a dehumidifier because 
it picks moisture out of the air and collects it on the 
tubing. It freezes at this point and that’s how we get 


the sign to frost up. 

It takes approximately one hour for the sign to be 
covered with frost, however, as time goes on it collects 
more moisture so the lettering becomes more icy and 
bold. 

In contrast to this sign, a refrigerator would be 
enclosed and have a fan which could prevent the 
evaporator from frosting. 

I enjoyed working on the project very much. | 
worked primarily by myself, under Mr. Zagrobski’s 
guidance. I became skilled at mechanical bending, 
which is very useful in my trade, I learned a lot about 
refrigeration from it and I enjoyed producing al 
project for display because, one thing about this trade 
is that people don’t get to see the product of our work. 

Next year the display will be taken to elementary 
schools and, with our move to the main campus, 
students in other programs will get a better idea about 
the kind of work we do.

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Safety!!

At Occ Ed, one of the most strictly enforced 
rules is that safety glasses must be worn at all 
times in designated areas. There are many 
reasons for this. For instance, in my shop, Air 
Conditioning/ 
refrigeration, a system under pressure could have 
a bad flare. This could result in the flare nut 
flying off. Safety glasses could save your eyes in 
situations like this, more than once. 

A student should wear safety glasses in his or 
her shop whether the individual is working or 
even just standing around talking becaufte there is 
that chance that someone ten feet away from you 
could be overtightening a flare fitting; again, it 
could fly off and hit you. 

Air Conditioning & Refrigeration is not the 
only shop in which students must wear safety 
glasses. In Machine Shop CHIPS OF METAL 
CAN FLY OFF THE END OF A CUTTER, IN 
WELDING, HOT SLAG BEING CHIPPED 
AWAY FROM A WELD IS A DANGER: IN 
CARPENTRY, POWER TOOLS SEND WOOD 
SPLINTS FLYING. 

In most shops, labeling objects with safety 
information, and using proper procedures is very 
important. Many machines now come with safety 
guards that can prevent serious injury when in 
place. Others require the operator to have both 
hands away from the cutting edge before the 
machine will even work. (Operators using sheet 
metal and paper cutting equipment often must 
push two buttons at the same time to activate the 
cutter.) 

No matter how much you know about your 
trade, if you are not practicing good safety you 
can and will get hurt. A good technician or 
craftsperson knows and practices all the safety 
regulations from type of clothing worn, to glasses, 
to keeping guards on machines.

Concerned Black and White 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
School students, community people, 
and teachers met at MIT on Sun- 
day, January 13. We began 
discussions on how to provide an 
atmosphere to prevent the reoc- 
curance of the events that caused the 
death of Anthony Colosimo. 

We identified some of the 
problems we think must be resolved 
if better understanding is to exist 
between people in Cambridge. 
These are: 

(1) Elementary schools should have 
more programs to help develop 
racial understanding 

(2) The school administration does 
not seem to follow through on 
students’ concerns and issues. 

(3) We are in favor of forming a 
united student union that will 
represent Black, White and all 
Bilingual students. 

(4) There should be seminars on 
racism that include both students 
and adults. 

(5) Students should look closely at 
who is saying what, and where it is 
coming from (adults, drop-outs) 
before they form opinions or take 
action. 

We also discussed establishing a 
memorial scholarship in the name of 
Anthony Colosimo. 

We unanimously agreed to en- 
courage our friends to attend school 
on Monday.

“My son is dead - 17 years old, and he’s dead. Nothing anyone does will 
bring him back. More death and hurt would only make it worse for me and 
his family. 

“The last thing I want is for kids to take revenge in their own hands.” 





Sermon 


Delivered by 
Fr. George Varizelis 
at the Funeral of 
Anthony M. Colosimo 


We owe a great deal to the father who said “No retaliation or revenge”; 
who expressed in words what should have been said, needed to have been 
said, and might not have been said. 

But in East Cambridge basic feelings are always expressed. The 
characteristics of this community are known throughout the city, especially 
its closeness. In so-many ways such a great thing for people living here. 
And I would like to suggest to the rest of the city that it has some share in 
helping or making us what we are. 

This community acknowledges with gratitude the efforts of the 
Superintendent, the School Committee, the City Councilors, and many 
teachers involved in diffusing a painful and explosive situation. 

. Anthony was a good boy. None of his family or friends want him to be 
seen as a saint. He was a good kid; that is saying a lot. We do not honor 
him by making him something he wasn’t. He began reading the Holy Bible 
just recently. He loved music and a scholarship is being set up in his 
memory. 

There is also talk of a fitting memorial yet to be designated. Whatever 
else is decided, I would like to think that a more lasting, enduring memorial 
for which he would be forever immortalized is that through this tragedy we 
come seriously to acknowledge the existence of real problems of race and 
come to terms with this. That we all commit ourselves to be serious and 
intent to finding a solution to that so that it will never again become 
necessary for us to gather in any church or anywhere else on the occasion of 
another tragedy when, again, it is too late. 

Susan Foster read from the Book of Revelation - - I see anew heaven and 
a new earth. We can begin that new earth as Anthony begins anew in 
Heaven where there is no more fear or frustration. We can deserve this if we 


have the courage to commit ourselves to talking, to dialogue, and really — 


working to make this happen. 

There is pain in East Cambridge but there is also pain and hurt and 
anger in another part of the city and we are sensitive to this. But we are 
Cambridge, not East, North or Center. We do not allow things like this to 
happen. When it does we have the courage to take hold and do something. 

During this Mass, we will all join in saying the Lord’s Prayer. Wewillbe —

Security Committee makes plans 


A security committee formed 
following the tragic death of 
Anthony Colosimo has proposed 
several measures to insure the safety 
of all on campus. The committee, 
comprised of CRLS faculty, 
Cambridge Police and the U.S. 
Department of Justice, recommends 
that security be increased in several 
areas, 

Police will be inside and outside 
all school buildings in increased 


. numbers and more frequent patrol 


(i.e. Main Campus, Fundamental, 
Albany St. Annex, & War 
Memorial). The police position on 
decision making is that the ad- 
ministration is in charge. 
Additional security will be placed on 
MBTA busses and at stops. 

Teachers will contribute to tighter 
security by increasing their visibility 
around the building and par- 
ticipating in active patrolling. 

Communication inside and 
outside buildings will be improved, 
especially to the nurse and to three 
Emergency Medical Technicians. 

Other. areas of concern for 
security include the construction 
site, access control and tran- 
sportation.

Whether or not it began as a 
racial incident is uncertain; 
however, since it has been publicized 
as being racial, it must be treated as 
such. 

We are all human beings; we 
cannot condemn each other’s races 
for the actions of a few individuals. 
Now is not the time to fight; all the 
fighting ended when Anthony died. 
Now is the time for all of us to solve 
this problem together and make 
these buildings a school, instead of a 
battle ground. 

No matter what anybody says or 
does, it is up to all students to 
dictate what the future will hold. 
We can either hold a grudge, fight, 
and walk in fear, or we can work 
together with understanding and 
live peacefully “both on and off 
campus. What better tribute can we 
give to our fallen friend than to 
dedicate such a peace to him?:

Mr,Korza, the coordinator of 
Title VII, spoke to me about the 
problems he faced, The biggest 
is implementing the goals that 


Title VII set with the Federal 
Government, He feels that it is 


very hard to establish the ser- 
vices that are needed. He be- 
lieves that it is very important 
that students become aware of 
different career opportunities 
in a more positive light. He 
"there should be a program

Planning Workshop for 
Racial Understanding 


On Monday, Jan. 14, 1980, a group of over 100 students 
and about 50 faculty and community people met in the CRLS 
Media Cafeteria to begin to plan programs to address the 
need for continuous and open racial and ethnic understand- 
ing within the school. 
The group was asked by the co-chairpersons, Phyllis 
Bretholtz and Carolyn Kelly, to divide themselves into 
smaller units of adults and students to list "Do's and 
Dont's'' that could aecomplish our task. 
Students talked to students in the nine student groups 
and adults talked to adults in the five adult groups that 
brainstormed possible ideas and identified strategies. 
Each group reported its ideas to the larger group. One 
of the strongest points repeated was that students want 
"in-school" opportunities to get to know each other in 
small, racially and ethnically mixed groups. We see this 
as one of our major goals, / 
The ideas are being collated and task forces will be 
formed to deal specifically with a broad range of concerns 
that include: :

understanding at the elementary school level.

CRLS Divided Into 


Cambridge Rindge and Latin 
School is a comprehensive high 
school of over 2800 students and 300 
faculty. The school is organized into 
four houses (A,B,C,D); four 
alternative programs (Enterprise 
Coop, Pilot School, Achievement 
School, Fundamental School); and a 
separate Occupational Education 
Program which offers both 
academic and vocational courses. 

In House D, the Bilingual 
Program teaches English and a full 
complement of courses to over 230 
students in their native languages of 
Portuguese, Spanish, French- 
Haitian, Greek, and Chinese. Wth 
the exception of the Achievement 
School, all programs include 
students in grades 9-12. 

Each child belongs to one of these 
houses or programs. If for example, 
your son is in House A, that means 
his homeroom is in House A; he 
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Houses & Programs 


reports there for attendance at 8:15 
a.m. His guidance counselor is in 
House A; his school records are kept 
in the House A guidance suite. If 
you have any reason to contact the 
school about your son , the ap- 
propriate place to begin would be 
with the administrators of House A: 
the Teacher-In-Charge and the 
Housemaster of House A. When the 
school contacts you about a school 
function.or a necessary conference, 
the contact will usually come 
through the House A Housemaster’ s 
Office. 

We find we have better com- 
munication and accountability 
when teachers and students are 
responsible to smaller settings. The 
9-12 house system also lets families 
build up a relationship with ad- 
ministrators and counselors who will 
work with them allfour years. 


Course Selections For Next Year 


In a few weeks all eighth grade students will be receiving a course 
catalogue.

The CRLS Art Department offers a 
variety of courses to satisfy the ever- 
expanding needs and interests of the 
CRLS diverse student population. 
The program is designed to meet 
the needs of those students whose 
career ambitions in the profession 
include training for commercial art 
fields, museum research, industrial 
design and community art programs 
through such courses as Mechanical 
and Architectural Drawing and 
General and Special Art Classes. 

For those students who plan to 
further their studies in the arts or 
who simply want to quench a 
burning interest, liberal arts and 
studio courses are combined to 
provide students with skills in: 
--drawing 
--painting 
--pottery 
--photography 
--crafts (such as jewelry making, 
leather tooling, dyeing, stain glass 
work, model making, silkscreening) 
These courses also provide the 
student with an appreciation of 
visual arts. 

As the study of art is a very 
personal discovery, in many 
respects, our students are en- 
couraged to select courses which 
allow their pursuit of special in- 
terests and abilities. 


Art in the Occupational 
Education Prugram 


Art is used as a tool and skill 
builder for the shop student. 
Whenever possible, assignments 
relate to different shop areas 
directly. 

Design, color, perspective, 
drawing and art history form the 
basis for the program. 

Assignments such as sculpture, 
batik, clay, pen and ink, copper 
enameling, metal tooling, and 
mural painting offer students the 
chance to explore various areas and 
use materials that they use in their 
shops in different creative ways. 

Occupational Education students 
benefit from the art experience. 
Skill development and a chance to 
be creative with materials that they 
are using in their shops add much to 
their educational growth. 


Modern/Foreign Language 


The Modern/Foreign Language 
Department offers a variety of 
courses in the foreign languages 
spoken today, as well as a non- 


spoken language, Latin. Over 1000, 


students are enrolled in Span ish, 
450 in French, 350 in Portuguese, 
Italian, and German. Latin ac- 
counts for just over 70 students. 
The main objectives of modern 
language study are best achieved in 
the higher level courses, but 
proportionately are met at the lower 
levels as well. These are: 
© the mastery of speaking, reading, 
listening and writing in the’above 
languages (Latin excepted) 
© the appreciation of the culture 
and humanistic contributions made 
by the people of the various 
linguistic groups.

The establishment of music as a 
major subject in the secondary 
schools of Cambridge and other 
communities demonstrates that 
educators are aware of the im- 
portance of music as a vital part of 
the total education of all students 
and its contribution to “quality of 
life”. 

The Music Department has 
provided a wide variety of music 
courses to serve the interests and 
need of all students. Choral and 
instrumental groups, ensembles, 
and solo experiences plus theory 
class and private lessons are 
available at CRLS. Private lessons 
are offered to CRLS students on a 
scholarship basis at Longy School of 
Music, Boston University School for 
the Arts, Berklee College of Music, 
and the Community Music Center of 
Boston.

Arts 


The Department of Dramatic 
Arts exists for students interested in 
the various performing arts as a way 
of developing their expressive 
potential. Through a carefully 
designed program of studies in- 
cluding four levels of acting, dance, 
mime, and communications, plus 
practical experience in the technical 
aspects of production, students can 
sample a wide variety of courses and 
activities to meet their individual 
needs and interests. Training is 
designed to facilitate the growth and 
development of the student who 
enjoys the arts as an avocation as 
well as the student with career 
aspirations. 

Several major productions are 
presented each year including 
participation in the Massachusetts 
State Drama Competition. Last 
year our entry won at the 
preliminary and semi-final levels 
and entitled us to participate in the 
finals at John Hancock Hall. In the 
course of the competition, the 
students earned several acting 
awards and citations. 

The Department sponsors active 
Drama and Dance Clubs, a 
Children’s Theatre Company which 
tours the elementary schools, plans 
trips to see plays, and brings 
professional theatre and dance 


‘artists into the schools to perform for 


and work with the students. Upon 
completion of the new CRLS 
performing arts facility, the 
Department plans to expand its 
offerings to include courses in 
Stagecraft and TV Production.

Title I 


Title I services high school 
students in reading and math at the 
Supplementary Learning Center. In 
reading an individualized program 
is designed so that each student 
acquires greater ability and ef- 
ficiency in reading comprehension. 
In math the individualized program 
is designed so that each student 
acquires greater proficiency in 
mathematical computation. 

Title I services are available to all 
high school students who need 
supplementary tutoring in House A, 
House B, House D, The 
Occupational Education Program 
and Fundamental. Each Center is 
staffed with one reading teacher, 
one math teacher and an in- 
structional aide. Students come to 
Title I classes during their study 
periods and must come at least three 
times a week.

The Reading Resource Program 
offers “Developmental Reading” 
and “English/Reading Lab courses 
Hr students in grades 9 through 12. 
The reading specialists diagnose 
each student's reading achievement 
and provide individual help in 
improving word recognition, 
comprehension, and study skills. 

Each student is given help in 
applying reading and study skills to 
content area subjects such as 
English, Social Studies, 
Mathematics, and Science. The 
reading specialists meet with those 
subject area teachers who want to 
help their students to have the 
ability to read difficult text

You Have To Take It! 
Why? 


We live in a highly verbal society. 
It is critical to have the skills and 
confidence both to say what you 
mean, and to analyze, understand, 
and put into perspective what other 
people are saying. 

Because language skills are vitally 
important and because students’ 
learning capacities in this area 
mature and develop yearly during 
high school, students must carry a 
full year of English each year and 
must pass four years of English to 
graduate. 

The English faculty plans and 
teaches a wide range of courses 
designed to meet the diversity of the 
young people who attend CRLS and 
to stimulate their interest in 
acquiring and mastering the basic 
skills of literacy-- speaking, 
listening, reading and writing. 

These courses fall into two types 
of programs: standard and elective. 
Standard courses (English 
I,IJ,111,1V) are full-year courses 
designed for students of a particular 
grade and ability level. The courses 
include literature, composition, 
vocabulary, mechanics and 
grammar each year and over a four 
year period provide a sequence of 
skill-building in language and 
exposure to a variety of good 
literature. 

The elective program offers half- 
year courses which focus in depth on 
a particular type of literature or 
linguistic skill (e.g. Shakespeare, 
Basic or Advanced Language Study, 
Semiotics, Selected Major American 
Writers). The courses may be aimed 
at students of a particular ability 
level, but they are open to grades 10- 
12. The elective program gives 
students freedom to choose the 
content areas they prefer but also 
places on them the responsibility to 
plan a three-year program that has a 
logical sequence and meets their 
own learning needs. Students are 
expected to follow these 
requirements: 

© Take at least two courses in the 
area of language and writing. 
© Take at least two courses in the 
area of literature. o> ye

Social Studies 


Social Studies courses at CRLS 
jaclude work in all of the social 
siences, i.e. anthropology, ar- 
cheology, economics, geography, 
history, psychology, and sociology. 
Some courses, especially surveys, 
involve two or more of the 
disciplines and other courses, such 
as pychology and economics, are one 
‘or two semester in-depth 
examinations of a particular social 
science. Textbooks are used as a 
resource in social studies courses. 
Information is also acquired from 
lectures and note-taking, from 
primary source documents, from 
narratives and case studies, from 
films and from fiction. 

Courses at CRLS include: 

© Civic Education--a combination 
of United States History and moral 
development through governance 
structure 
© Teens and Law--a chronological 
survey of the development of western 
culture and institutions from 
preliterate times to Middle Ages 

e World History II--continues 
World History I from the Ren- 
naissance and Reformation to the 
present 

© United States History--also a 
chronological survey taught in one 
year that may be expanded to a two 
year course for more in-depth look 
at the development of American 
society and its institutions 

® Psychology--explores theories of 
human behavior, human 


Math 


The CRLS mathematics program 
has “something to offer everyone”. 

For those preparing to enter the 
world of business after high school, 

we offer a four year sequence in 

using mathematics in the world of 
work and in the home. There is also 
a four year sequence for those who 
plan to continue their education 
after high school. This sequence 
begins with algebra and progresses 
through advanced mathematics and 
calculus. 

We also offer courses in computer 
programming: Basic, Cobol, and 
Fortran. At the present time, 
approximately 300 students are 
enrolled in computer courses.

Science Sampler 


Orbits on Earth and Mars: One 
activity in astronomy and physics is 
the culculation and plotting of the 
orbits of Earth and Mars. The orbit 
of Earth is determined from twelve 
photographs of the Sun, where the 
distance between the Earth and the 
Sun is figured from the apparent size 
of the Sun’s disc each month. 

The orbit of Mars can be plotted 
using eight pairs of photographs of 
the red planet. The second photo in 
each pair is taken 687 days after the 
first, and Mars has circled the Sun 
exactly once in that time interval. 
Since Mars is located in the same 
place both days, its position can be 
determined precisely using 
triangulation. 


New Greenhouse: As you probably 
have heard the high school has a 
new greenhouse and a new plant 
care course is being offered to the 
students. Afew of the projects being 
tackled this year are growing spider 
plants, coleus, and swedish ivy, 
propagating impatients and 
geraneums and vegetable gar- 
dening.

Home Economics 


The following are some of the exciting projects being planned in the 
Home Economics Department: 
¢ gy -are working on revising our current Life Styles course to include 
Human Sexuality and Coping Skills and plan to develop#a steering com- 
mittee of School Administration, School Committee, School Staff, Com- 
munity and Parents to work towards making this course available to all high 
school students in Cambridge. 
¢ An Early Childhood Subcommittee is presently planning for the opening 
of the Nursery School next September. The Committee is currently 
preparing a needs assessment to determine what children will be using the 
Nursery School, and investigating funding possibilities. Since the Home 
Economics Department goals include serving as a Human Development 
Resource to the Cambridge School System and community, we are planning 
a proposal that would address current social problems such as Child Abuse, 
Cultural Differences and Problems of the Elderly. 


¢ A subcommittee of administrators, staff, school committee persons and 
community people are presently investigating and making recom- 
mendations concerning a School Age-Pregnancy Educational Program. 


® The Child Development classes at CRLS are planning the agnual 
Christmas party for young children. Santa Claus usually arrives for a visit! 

¢ The clothing classes are preparing interesting garments and crafts in 
preparation for Christmas. 






Work Study 


Work-Study is a learning program 
for 11th and 12th grade high school 
students 16 years of age or older. 
The purpose of the program is to 
provide paid, on the job training 
experience through supervised part- 
time work. Students have an op- 
portunity to combine “World of 
Work” classroom instruction with 
actual job experience. 

Students enrolled in the Work- 
Study Program are released daily 
from school prior to 1:30p.m. and 
report to an assigned work station. 
One the job, the student works 
under the supervision of an em- 
ployer sponsor. Periodically, the 
work study teacher will observe the 
student while on the job and confer 
with the employer for an evaluation. 

Work sites must be approved and 
also provide relevant training op- 
portunities that relate to student 
career interest. The student is 
employed a minimum of 2 hours 
daily Monday-Friday, with the 
exception of school holidays and 
vacations. 

The curriculum of Work-Study is 
conducted primarily within a job 
situation atmosphere; that is, 
“learning by doing” is emphasized. 
High school Work-Study classes 
meet one full period Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday. Academic 
subject areas of Work-Study include 
career awareness, resume 
preparation, attitude training, 
human relations, and strategies of 
successful job application 
procedures. 


Enterprise 


Co-op 


Enterprise Co-op is an alternative 
career-oriented program for 
dropouts and potential dropouts. 
The programs unique in that 
student-run;businesses (a woodshop 
and extensive food services) are 
operated in an atmosphere that 
simutates the real business world. 
Students receiv shares in the co-op 
based’on their productivity and their 
dividend checks reflect the increase 
or decrease in profits for a particular 
Pay period. 

The academic curriculum relates 
directly to the students’ experiences 
in the businesses. In addition toa 
standard curriculum of English, 
math and social studies, students 
also participate in and receive credit 
for their contributions to decision- 
making meetings at which policies 
and problems are addressed. The 
emphasis in all aspects of the 
program is on increasing the 
student’s self-confidence and 
personal growth and development. 


The Cambridge Fundamental 
School Program emphasizes the 
values of an academic curriculum 
and maintains an atmosphere of 
discipline, order, courtesy, and 
respect. It reinforces parental 
teaching in citizenship and personal 
responsibility. , 

The basic premise is that learning 
involves work, and a concomitant 
assumption that the best learning 
occurs when students know exactly 
what is expected of them. With this

Occupational Education 


Young women and men 
graduating from the Occupational 
Education program have the best of 
two worlds. That is, they receive 
academic preparation to continue 
on to higher education. They are 
also qualified to enter technical and 
trade areas with skills and ex- 
perience. 

The program operates on a week- 
about system. Students selecting an 
occupational major are scheduled to 
spend 50 % of their time in oc- 
cupational training with the 
remaining 50% devoted to 
academic and occupationally 
related courses. The week-about 
ensures that students receive their 
training in a realistic setting; 
students spend one full week in 
occupational training and the next 
full week in academic and related 
courses. 

Freshmen participate in an 
Exploratory Program which allows 
them to experience up to six oc- 
cupational areas during the course 


Achievement 


The Achievement School (House * 
J) is an alternative junior high school 
(grades 7 & 8) for students who have 
encourntered learning difficulties in 
the larger elementary school classes. 
Located within CRLS, our school 
maintains a maximum of 40 
students which allows for smaller 
teacher-pupil ratios and increased 
individual attention. 

Achievement School students 
receive basic academics in our own 
classrooms with Achievement 
teachers, while the specialized areas 
of home economics, automotives, 
woodworking and music are taught 
by mainstream secondary school 
teachers. Furthermore, the 
achievement School enjoys its own 
basketball and baseball teams, 
graduation, and monthly field trips. 


Fundamental 
Goals: 

1. Progress in basic skills. 

2. Ability to know and-understand 
one’s history, heritage and gover- 
nmental structure. 

3. Ensuring accountability through 
examination, grading and com- 
munication to parents. 

Objectives: 

* Homework will be assigned on a 
regular schedule both to reinforce 
each day’s work and to teach in- 
dependence in learning.

K-100 New Social Studies 
Course. 

K-100 is a new social studies 
course that meets bth and 7th 
periods four times a week. 

The course has as major goals: 

1) the study of topics in American 
History 

2) the creation of a community 
which runs democratically and gives 
students both the responsibility and 
the power to make decisions which 
affect them in the program (in- 
cluding how to establish attendance 
and homework policies, how to 
evaluate oneself and others, how to 
run meetings, how to deal with 
members of the community who are 
not behaving responsible). 

The thrust of the program is to 
create a challenging environment 
which brings together a group of 
students reflecting the whole 
diversity of CRLS to focus on those 
issues and decisions made at critical 
points in American history, 


° Textbooks will be used. Pupils 
will be taught reading in high school 
and expected to read at a level of 
proficiency agreed upon by the staff 
and parents. 

* Instruction will be individualized 
on the basis of diagnostic testing 
programs and in consultation with 
students and parents. Achievement 
tests will be administered to avoid 
repetition and duplication of 
learning and teaching. 

* Citizenship can be taught in its 
proper perspective with love, 
respect, and honor.

The Community Based Learning 
Program (CBLP) is our high school 
without walls program for CRLS. 
Its main purpose is to establish, 
supervise, and support learning 
experiences for our students in the 
Greater Cambridge community. 

Our major focus is on caree 
exploration internships where 
students learn about different 
vocations first-hand through in- 
teraction with professionals. 
Students assist veterinarians in 
animal hospitals, architects in their 
studios, physical therapists in 
clinics, or disc jockeys in radio 
Stations, to give but a few examples. 
Students may also have the op- 
portunity to explore new institutions 
or test out new skills through in- 
ternships - acting as a legislative aide 
for a state senator or a tour guide at 
a museum. 

CBLPis a link with newly formed, 
as well as long-established 
organizations such as Metropath- 
ways, the Community Music Center 
of Boston, Company C, and the 
Youth for Understanding Program, 
toname a few. Lastly, CBLP has 
arranged scholarships and op- 
portunities for study at several 
colleges such as Mass. College of 
Art, Harvard Extension, and 
U.Mass. Here students can ex- 
perience a college class or even begin 
to accumulate college credits while 
still in high school. 

CBLP’s repertoire is bounded 
only by the imagination of our 
students and the willingness of the 
larger society to help students 
understand their world better. The 
world is the classroom in the 
Community Based Learning 


Program. 
Pilot 


In essence, Pilot School is an 
attempt to create a community of 
students, parents, and educators 
mutually accountable to each other 
for the goals, the program, and the 
successful operation of our school. 
Our school was established with 
definite goals so that specific 
features would be ensured, i.e. 
ethnic, cultural, diversity among its 
staff and students; close informal 
human relationships; shared 
decision-making; and respon- 
sibleness to individual needs and 
concerns. Currently we have 180 
students and a full-time-staff of 11. 
After 3 years at Lowell Lecture Hall, 
we are now back on the main 
campus on the 5th floor of the 
Rindge Building. 

Pilot School is now in its eleventh 
year and is among the oldest of 
alternative schools in the country. 
In its beginning years, the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education was 
the driving force behind its 
establishment and development as a 
pilot project. 

Presently, we are beginning to 
assess where we've been and to 
determine new directions for the 
future. Our past and future have 
been and will be because of the 
enthusiasm, commitment and 
energy of all who have been

Career 
Resource 
Center 


Purpose: The Career Resource 
Center provides students with 
current resources for career 
development, exploration, practical 
application, and follow-up; assists 
teachers in the development of 
career education techniques that 
could be applied to curriculum; and 
provides a counseling component 
that is directly tied to college and 
career choices. Among the 
techniques used are mini courses, 
speakers’ bureau (including college 
and careers), job shadowings and 
student/ parent information nights. 
What ts available: Resources in the 
center have been selected to appeal 
to junior high through adult ranges 
of interest. Students, teachers and 
parents will find everything from 
encyclopedia-type reference works 
such as the Occupational Outlook 
Handbook or the Dictionary of 
Occupational titles to a varied 
assortment of cassettes and film- 
strips for students to view at their 
leisure. In addition to reading 
materials, filmstrips, career in- 
formation tapes, and student work- 
books, the Career Resource Center 
offers many services in the student 
attempt to make career-decision 
making a more significant part of 
the high school experience. Career 
speakers from the FBI, accounting 
world, health careers, disc jockeys, 
editorial cartoonists, and business 
representatives, to name but a few, 
are sponsored by the Center. 
Representatives from two and four- 
year colleges, business and trade 
schools, and the military also speak 
at the Career Center. 

The Computer: The computer can 
be used to find current information 
on two and four-year colleges, 
occupations, and scholarships. 
Students can use the computer by 
themselves after being trained. 
There is always someone there to 
assist or operate it for them. 
Bilingual students could be trained 
by the Center to use the Guidance 
Information System Computer. 
(GIS) or (MOIS). They may also 
volunteer time to work in the Center 
in which case credits can be given on 
the basis of the number of hours 
they work per week.

Student Service Center 


The Student Service Center offers 
all CRLS students a number of 
support services to help them deal 
with any need or concern they may 
have regarding school, home or 
community life. 

The Center is a place where 
individual, group, or school-wide 
issues may receive immediate at- 
tention by the teachers and students 
who work there.

The Youth Advocacy Project: 


The Youth Advocacy Project is a 
program that trains 15 students to 
counsel and advocate for peers who, 
for a variety of reasons, are 
discouraged about continuing their 
schooling. Students receive 12 weeks 
training (60 hours). They also learn 
how to counsel peers who presently 
feel isolated and alienated within 
the CRLS community and need 
empathetic peer support and un- 
derstanding. Trainees are taught 
basic communication skills: at- 
tentive listening, assertiveness, and 
advocacy skills. They are instructed 
how to conduct a needs assessment, 
how to make agency referrals and 
evaluations. They also learn about 
students’ rights, how to advocate 
responsibly for peers seeking to 
redress grievances, and to confront 
racial or sex discrimination, or to 
correct a specific unfairness. 

Students are hired to work 12 
hours a week. There are four second 
year advocates. One presently works 
as a teacher's aide at the Group 
School and counsels “special needs” 
students. A second helps recruit, 
train, coordinate and supervise peer 
tutors for an innovative academic 
remedial program. Two others are 
presently planning to offer peer 
counseling at the Harvard and MIT 
Upward Bound Programs. The 
eleven new advocates will complete 
their training and begin working in 
January. 

The Youth Advocacy Project also 
organizes school-wide workshops on 
issues of critical importance to 
youth. The first workshop, con- 
ducted in late October was entitled 
“Adolescent Suicide: What Can 
Peers Do?) Two more workshops 
planned for this calendar year are: 
“Musical Roots and Racial Har- 
mony’ to be lead by well-known 
local DJ’s; and “Practical Alter- 
natives to Teenage Junk Food 
Addicts”, to be led by noted local 
professional nuitritionists, public 
health experts. Workshops planned 
for next term address such topics as 
Teenage Pregnancy and High 
School-Aged Mothers, Local Job 
Opportunities for Youth and 
Physical Fitness Programs for 
Adolescents.

The Bureau of Pupil Services 
offers many special programs at 
CRLS. These programs are 
designed to provide for students with 
IEP ?)Individual Education Plan) 
the most effective opportunities to 
learn and develop the skills 
necessary for a successful adult life. 

Each house has a Resource Room 
Teacher, Learning Disabilities 
Tutor, and School Adjustment 
Counselor. Other services include 
the School Psychologist, Speech 
Therapist, Lip-Reading Specialist, 
Hearing-Impaired Specialist, Vision 
Specialist, Physical Therapist, Job 
Skills Program, Adjustment Class, 
Generic Specialist, Home Tutors 
and Vocational Training Class.

Training 
Program 


“In its declaration of purpose 
Public Law 90-576 proposes to make 
quality vocational education readily 
accessible to all. In identifying “‘all” 
the act places emphasis on the 
disadvantaged, the handicapped, 
secondary school youth, post- 
secondary enrollee and adults who 
have entered the work force.” 

These individuals can possess a 
marketable skill if given adequate 
vocational training and counseling. 

The Vocational Training 
Program for Special Needs Students 
proposes to do just this. 

The Vocational Training 
Program is a program for 
moderately developmentally 
disabled adolescents between the 
ages of 16 and 21 years of age. The 
program provides the student with 
social, personal, academic and pre- 
vocational skills needed for in- 
dependent living in the community. 
In addition to the aforementioned 
skills, the student is provided with 
sheltered workshop and work-study 
job experiences in an attemp to 
increase the student’s employment

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Anti-Draft 


Demonstrations

A number of CRLS students 
attended an anti-draft protest in 
Harvard Yard. As a crowd of about 
800 people gathered in front of the 
Widner Library in the icy night air 
last Wednesday, the music, the 
mood was reminiscent of the 60’s but 
the issues were current and im- 
pending. 

There were many speakers. Two 
were George Wald, Nobil Prize- 
winning biologist and Michael» 
Harrington, former Congressman. 
Brian Mooney, a teacher from our 
CRLS community, spoke at the 
rally, Brian represented Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War at the 
Paris Peace Talks in 1970. 

Brian spoke directly to high 
school students when he talked 
about his experience with the draft. 
When he was in high school, 
students were not given an op- 
portunity to discuss the draft or the 
military service. The war was not 
talked about. Right after 
graduation, Brian and many of his 
classmates were inducted into the 
armed forces. Brian recounted that, 
onr year later, several of his 
classmates had been killed in 
Vietnam. When the war was over, 
about 20 of his high school 
classmates were dead. Asa result , 
the strongest message from his 
speech was for students today to take 
the draft seriously. It is crucial that 
they listen to both sides of the issue 
and become more capable of 
making decisions that effect their 
lives. 4 

On Saturday, February 2, about 
2000 people convened in Govern- 
ment Center to demonstrate against 
registration and the draft. The 
protest was sponsored by the Boston 
Alliance Against Registration and 
the Draft. The crowd was spirited, 
waving signs and handing out 
literature, shouting, chanting and 
applauding; but also serious and at 
times grave. eke 

Some of the speakers were: Karen 
Lindsay who spoke on women and 
the draft; Louis Fort, a Vietnam 
Veteran from the Agent Orange 
Pesticide Group; Tony Vandermire 
from Harvard's Black Student 
Association; Helen Caldicott, a 
physician for social reform; a 
Tepresentative of Rhode Island high 
school students against the draft, 

and Bruce Beyne, a draft resister 
during the Vietnam War. 

The speakers spoke from their 
own perspective and some related 
their experiences during the 60's and 
70's with the draft. They spoke of

M.LA.A. Strips 78-79 Girls 
Championship From CRLS

After 7 hours of testimony on Thursday night, January 31, the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic’ Athletic Association (MIAA) found CRLS 
guilty of recruiting student athletes. 
a unanimous 11-0 vote after everyone was given a chance to speak. The 
‘school was put on probation and, thus, given a serious warning. If this 
should happen again, the school’s interscholastic athletic program will be 


Along with this warning, the Board of Control also unanimously voted 
to strip the 1978-79 Cambridge Girls Basketball Team of its State Girls 
Championship. This decision was reached after Medina Dixon, a junior 
at CRLS, was found guilty of eligibility violations. In this case, Dixon 
was found to be a resident of Mattapan. After a visit from Mike Jarvis, 
coach of the boy’s basketball team, and Jo Ann O’Calloghan, also a 
coach, dixon sought to find a guardian in Cambridge so that she could 
attend CRLS. Legal guardianship was given to Mrs. Hilda Taggert, 
Jarvis’ sister-in-law. Testimonies revealed that Dixon never actually lived 
with Mrs. Taggert. She commuted to CRLS from her Mattapan home. 
Thus, her participation on the team was included even though she was 
ineligible to do so. By ruling Dixon ineligible, the board felt justified in 


In handing the penalties down, the board addressed the school itself 
even though the hearing was originally organized to present evidence 
against Jarvis. Under the recruitment rule, however, the MIAA can only 
penalize the school, not specific individuals. Jarvis, therefore, cannot be 
punished for the actions that have passed. Jarvis said himself, “I think 
the decision proves I’m innocent of any wrongdoing.” Other charges 
were introduced, but were dismissed. 

Meanwhile, the school will remain on probation for a year and will 
continue to play basketball. The teams, undoubtedly, will be watched 
from now on so that it does not happen again. If it does, the charges 
could become too serious for us to handle, and for the MIAA to overlook. |

Carter creating a war hysteria; they 
spokeof the draft as forced labor, 
and they spoke of energy and the 
prospect of fighting war for gasoline 
and corporate America. 

The women made strong speeches 
against the draft for everyone, 
stressing that being drafted was not 
the same as supporting ERA. One 
woman focused her speech on the 
threat of a nuclear war and its 
accompanying horror. She spoke of 
the arms race and how threatening a 
nuclear war might be. There were 
many other themes and points 
expressed. This is just a scattered 
summary. 

These demonstrations are in- 
dications of the growing conflict and 
the intensity of the feeling about the 
draft. Vietnam was not very long 
ago; it is obvious from the rallies 
that it is very much alive. 

On Wednesday, people were 
encouraged by speakers to get out 
and vote for the Presidential can- 
didates that oppose the draft. There 
are many more protests to come. 
Beyond that, we, as high school 
students need to become more 
involved in understanding the issue 
and making decisions, now before it 
is too late. 

As people said at the rally----It’s 
the future and our world. As Brian 
stated: democracy i is based on 
informed citizenry.

“FIRST AMENDMENT RIGHTS" 


Under the First Amendment, students, as other 
citizens, have the right to express themselves through 
speech, writing, assembly, association and symbolic ex- 
pression, 

There are three forms of communication which are 
not “expression” and are thus not protected by the First 
Amendment, They are very narrowly defined exceptions: 


1) Obscenity.... in order to be obscene (offensive to 
accepted standards of decency or modesty), all three con- 
ditions must be met, faken as a whole, the material musts 
a) appeal to the prurient interest (of minors) - i,e,stim- 
ulate lust; b) be clearly offensive (for minors) under 
prevailing community standards; and c) lack significant 
social, political, artistic, literary, etc.value (for 

2) Defamation,... in order to be defamatory (libelous), 
all three conditions must be mets a) the statement must be 
false; b) it mst actually damage the person's reputation; 
and c) if it concerns a public figure or official in their 
public role (including school staff), the person making it 
mist have known it was false or have recklessly disregarded 
whether it was true or false. 

3) Fighting Words or Incitement..., both conditions 
must be mets a) the person intended to provoke imminent 
violence, violation of law, or violation of valid school 
regulations; and b) the statement was in fact likely to 
provoke such imminent or immadiate violence or violation, 

These are the only forms of communication which 
are, in terms of content, not protected, All other forms of 
communication are protected expressions, and the State 
cannot interfere with them unless: 

a) it (the State) has a compelling legitimate interest 
which requires such interference and 

b) there is no other reasonable way of serving that 
legitimate interest which would create less intereference 
with the expression and 

c) the need for interference is not based on the mess- 
age, content, or ideas of what is expressed, 

The burden is on the State to prove the necessity 
of the interference, 

In schools, what this generally means is that 
(with the 3 exceptions above) the school cannot interfere 
with expression unless the actions of those engaged in the 
expression substantially disrupt th: educational process 
or are clearly and immediately likely to do so, 

A few more important points to know beyond this 
general principle come from court decisions which deal with 
more specific,First Amendment in school (e.g, distribution 
of lietrature, control of the student newspaper, use of 
bulletin boards, inviting speakers to school, etc,), Some 
basic rules concerning these issues follow: 

1) Any restricting. of student expression must be done 
according to narrowly drawn school rules, 

2) Courts are very reluctant to allow schools to use 
systems under which student expression may be interfered 
with before it actually takes place (such as censoring the 
newspaper or requiring literature to be approved before 
being distributed. ) 

3) Certain kind of e: sion require the use of school 
resources (e.g. PA systems), The school may issue reason- 
able rules regulating use of time, space or school funds,

You are doubtless aware that your 
boys, last Tuesday. broke our long record of 
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vietories hy beating us. We were apparently 
fairly and squarely beaten by a team that was 
clearly our superior, and this was frankly ad- 
mitted by the spectaturs and by the local 
press. Since then, rumors have eriseu and 
refuse to down that some of the fellows whe 
played on your team were not bona fide stu- 
dents, but were secured by your team for the 
express purpose of breaking our record. This 
L am not inclined to believe, for we have 
never had occasion to suspect your teams of 
such tactics, and it seemed to me that the 
team excelled to such a degree in team work 
that this conld not have been possible.

School Prayer

On February 5, 1980, a new law dealing with 
prayer in public schools went into effect in 
Massachusetts, causing controversy in many 
communities. Over a-month later, on March 13, the 
law was ruled unconstitutional, to the dismay of 
some and the relief of others. The law required that 
during the morning homeroom period, all teachers 
must ask if any student would like to volunteer to 
Jead the class in prayer. Students not wishing to 
participate in the exercise were allowed to leave the’ 
room. The law caused alarm among Massachusetts 
civil rights and education groups. A number of suits 
were filed in federal and district courts, seeking a 
restraining order or questioning the constitutionality 
of the law, before the State Supreme Court issued a 
permanent injunction barring the state officials from 
enforcing it. 

Previously, many efforts to obtain an injunction 
stopping prayer in school, until the constitutionality 
was affirmed or -disaffirmed, failed. On Thursday, 
Feb. 14, Supreme Judicial Court Justice Herbert P. 
Wilkins refused to halt voluntary public school 
prayer, stating that it is best to leave the law alone 
until the higher court could make a decision on its 
constitutionality, in order to prevent confusion in the 
Commonwealth. 

At the same time, State Education Commisioner 
Gregory Anrig said that the local towns “‘are 
obligated to carry out the law on the assumption of 
its constitutionality until the court finds otherwise.”’ 
Anrig continued, saying, “If we start selecting 
which laws we will abide by and which we won’t, 
society will fall apart.”’ 

School administrators, however, wondered about 
the feasibility of the statute. Many school officials 
said that in large metropolitan high schools it was , 
simply not practical to say, “‘Any student who 
wishes to leave may do so.’’ A problem of logistics is 
created when 2,000 students decide at the same time 
that they don’t want to listen. 

A survey of students, taken while the law was still 
in effect, shows that opinions vary widely. 

Audrey, a senior at a South Shore high school, 
feels that prayer is a very personal thing. “‘I think 
that everyone should pray to themselves, if they 
want to. There should be a moment of silence so that 
those who want to pray may do so. The new law is 
prejudiced towards other religions and beliefs — 
for example — a Jewish student might be offended 
by a. Catholic student reciting a Hail Mary. Still, I 
think a moment of silence is valuable, to reflect on — 
something before starting the day.”’ 

A Weymouth North High senior held a different 
viewpoint, saying, ‘‘I think they should definitely 
have it. It is optional, like the Pledge of Allegiance. 
No one is being forced into it. I like to begin my day 
with a prayer and I do not think it hurts anyone to 
listen.”’

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Open Testing Opens Doors

How much do you really know about the one or two 
hour exams you take four, maybe more, times in 
your life? ‘‘I have to do well on them if I want to go to 
college’, was the most common response. 

Considering the impact these dreaded stan- 
dardized tests have on our future, don’t you think we 
should become more aware of them? Not just what 
questions will be asked, but how the tests are 
scored, how colleges receive those scores and how 
valid they are. 

As it stands now, test companies publish only the 
information they choose to. As a result, we are left in 
the dark in such areas as the accuracy of scoring and 
cultural bias. 

Now, however, we may receive answers to those 
questions. State Senator Carol Amick has proposed a 
bill which would provide students, parents, and 
educators with the necessary information to use the 
standardized test to their advantage. This open 
testing bill requires that test companies do the 
following: 

1. Disclose all studies of test validity. 

2. Inform students as to what their scores mean 
and how they will be reported to the schools. 

3. Provide, upon request, a copy of the test 
questions, the correct answers, and the student’s 
answers. 

The only questions exempt from the bill are those 
used for equating tests. 

Open testing will help students in many ways. 
Students will gain a better understanding of their 
scores by receiving the test measurement of error 
and finding out how they should do on future tests. 


All the students will have equal access to test in-’ 


formation. Consequently, the effectiveness of 
‘coaching schools’’ will be lessened. Because a copy 
of the student’s answers as well as the correct ones 
will be available, scoring mistakes could be 
detected. Without student knowledge, test com- 
panies calculate test scores into an index number 
which goes to their schools. The open testing bill will 
make students aware of this fact. The validity of test 
questions will be strengthened by allowing 
educators and experts to examine the questions. 
Finally, the open testing bill will enable students to 
strenghten their weaknesses by showing them their 
mistakes. 

The open testing bill will cause no increase in test 
fees. Presently, only 5% of the fee paid by students 
is used in actually developing the test. Whereas, 


22%-25% of that same fee goes to the companies” 


profit margin. The money required to reprint the test 
questions and answers will come from a minimal cut 
in the companies profit margin. 

The bulk of opposition to the bill comes from the 
test companies. The test companies have contacted 
high school principals and the college admissions 
officers warning them of the results of the bill. 
However, rumors which have started are somewhat 
inaccurate, therefore, causing undue concern. An 
example of these inaccuracies involves questions 
used to equate the exams. Many have been lead to 
believe that these questions would be made 
available when in fact they will not. 

With'the implementation of this bill, students will 
be made fully aware of the severity, or lack thereof, 
of the standardized test.

Your 
vice-principal was wrong in his approach of 
suspending you. First, since he was the person who 
caught you, he can not actually suspend you. He 
should have brought you to another person with the 
authority to discipline (i.e. the principal, or another 
vice-principal). Secondly, before you were 
suspended, you should have received a hearing. A 
hearing consists of an opportunity for you to express 
your side of the incident. You also should have been 
told of the length of your suspension. .

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What is the S.A.C.? 


Have you-ever wondered if anyone listens to your 
problems? Eleven years ago, a student advisory 
council was established to handle school-related 
problems. It was found that this organization worked 
much better than screaming at the wall; wall s make 
terrible conversational partners. Let’s trace back a 
few years and take a look at the birth of the Student 
Advisory Council, SAC for short. 

In 1969, The Massachusetts State Legislature 
authorized the Commissioner of Education to ap- 
point, ‘‘not less than fifteen nor more than thirty,’’ 
students to assist him in making decisions involving 
their educational needs and concerns. Named the 
Youth Advisory Council, this group was the 
forerunner of the Student Advisory Council,- an 
organization which was designed to carry the views 
of the student directly to the State Board of 
Education. 

By law since 1971, each public school is required, 
and each private school is invited, to send two 
representatives to the monthly meetings of a 
regional advisory council. There are eleven such 
regional councils at the present time, three of which 
are in the Boston area. It is the job of the regional 
representatives to convey the ideas of their schools 
to their own council. 

Each regional council elects four delegates to the 
State Student Advisory Council. At the state level, 
issues are acted on to a greater extent and passed on 
to the Massachusetts Board of Education via the 


student chairperson of the State Advisory Council: 


who also serves as a full member of the Board of

_ The formation of the SAC was based on the 


premise that students should be involved in making 


_ the decisions that will greatly effect their lives. To 








ry out this idea several goals were formed. The 


To meet these goals, each regional council has 
formed several specialized task forces whose pur- 
poses are to study a problem more thoroughly and 
report possible solutions to the entire council. At the 
present time, task forces deal with all areas of 
education from suspensions to counseling and 
vandalism in schools. 

Now in tts eighth year, the Student Advisory 
Council has established a reputation as a hard- 


working and respected group. If your school is not

Another teenager said that in her large homeroom 
of 400 high school seniors, students have volun- 
teered to lead the class in prayer almost every day 
since the new law has gone into effect. She felt the 
idea is good but it should not pertain specifically to 
religion. “‘If people stopped worrying about the 
religious aspect of the law, then there would be no 
problems. A simple message like ‘Have a good day’ 
or ‘Let us hope for the safe return of the hostages’ 
offends no one, is not religious and is a nice way to 
begin the school day.”’ 

Jody, another suburban student, said, ‘‘Per- 
sonally, I feel a prayer is a good way to start the day; 
I usually say a prayer to myself in homeroom. 
However, I think this new law will offend the beliefs 
of some kids. I think there should be a different 
approach so it can not be viewed the wrong way, 
such as the moment of silence. I know I can not go 
before my homeroom and lead a prayer.

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A Different Approach

“Students are less interested in competition 
in gym. They have enough competition in their 
everyday lives.’’ Karen Reichheld, a physical 
education instructor at Wellesley High School, has 
noticed a decline in the competitive spirit in 
athletics. A teacher for five years, Ms. Reichheld has 
helped develop several athletic programs that do not 
promote competition, but rather develop 
cooperation. One such program, offered as a gym 
elective at Wellesley, ts Adventure Education. 

‘Adventure Education is a product of the Outward 
Bound Program. The outdoor program involves 
problem solving, tree climbing, rope work, and 
survival techniques. It is unique in that the students 
work together as a group to scale twelve foot walls, 
cross Burma bridges, and escape from enclosures. 
Students work blindfolded, tied together, and in 
other unusual circumstances in which cooperation is 
vital to success. 

As well as cooperation, there is a great deal of 
trust involved in Adventure Education. During the 
first few classes, members of the group learn to trust 
‘one another by performing activities that require 
confidence in the peers. One of the earliest 
exercises in the program is called the Trust Fall. One 
student stands on a tree stump approximately three 
feet off the ground. With eyes closed, the student 
must fall backwards off the stump and trust the other 
members of the group will catch him or her. This 
trust is vital for future activities such as climbing 
trees thirty or forty feet high. ; 

“The goal of Adventure Education is to establish a 
cooperative attitude as opposed to a competitive 
attitude,’’ explains Ms. Reichheld. “‘You find that 
certain qualities are missing in students, such as 
sensitivity and compassion, especially in the guys. 
Through this program, the student comes to un- 
derstand the ‘ied of others, and therefore learns 
to cooperate.”” 

Fear is a key element in the Adventure Education 
program. When a student suddenly finds him or 
herself forty feet off the ground, panic may take 
over. The students learn to give encouragement to 


each- other. ‘‘All fears are legitimate in Adventure ~ 


Education,’’says Ms. Reichheld. “‘What is perfectly 
easy for one student may be frightening to another. 
Students learn to respect the reality of other people’s 
fears and to deal with them.”’ 

Adventure Education also helps develop con- 
fidence, problem solving skills, and initiative. 
“There are two groups of people in this world,” 
explains Ms. Reichheld. ‘‘There are leaders and 
there are followers. In Adventure Education, 
followers are forced to lead. This gives them con- 
fidence, not only in physical situations, but others as 
well.’’ 

Adventure Education is one of twenty-two ac- 
tivities offered at Wellesley High. This program, like 
all the physical education courses at the school, is 
coeducational. Some students feel that coeducational 
is more enjoyable then segregated classes. Peter 
Loiter, a physical education instructor at Wellesley 
for ten years, agrees with this opinion. ‘‘Seven 
years ago, when Wellesley began implementing 
coeducation in gym, the guys would push for all-boys 
games. The girls would play by themselves and so 
would the boys.’’ However, boys no longer complain 
about playing sports with the girls. Mr. Loiter also 
notes that the overall fitness level of students has 
definitely declined although ‘‘girls can do more 
push-ups today than they could ten years ago.”’ 

Wellesley High School began Adventure 
Education two years ago when three physical 
education teachers, Michael Mastro, Christine 

and Karen Reichheld, participated in a 
\ ae of Sareea Camp, affiliated with 





The course has been very popular with the 
students. ‘‘It is the best gym class I’ve ever taken,”’ 
says Mary Ann Gorman, a senior at Wellesley High. 
“It’s an excellent experience and very challenging.”’ 
Another senior, Kerri MacDonald, explains, ‘‘I liked 
the risk, but also the feeling of security, knowing 
that there was always something to catch you if you 
fells 

Adventure Education was first begun at Hamilton- 
Wenham High School about ten years ago. Other 
high schools, such as Saugus and Triton, have also 
started similar programs, but Mr. Mastro estimates 
that only 10% of the high schools in the Greater 
Boston area have implemented such programs. 
“Wellesley has the most extensive program in this 
area,”’ claims Mr. Mastro.‘‘That includes Walpole, 
Waltham, Newton, and Needham.’’ Despite the 
popularity of the program, it is unfortunate that 
Adventure Education still remains a rare cotirse 
offering at the high school level.

They each explained 
the duties of their office, answered questions asked 
by the students present and drew a name from the 
bowl. A few of the more memorable speakers were 
William Bulger, President of the Senate, who 
exhibited the delightful wit for which he is known;

of Representatives; Ms. Paula W. Gold, Assistant 
Attorney General, and Chief of Public Protection 


Bureau, representing Attorney General Bellotti;

Other speakers were Helbert P. Wilkins, Justice

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It's A Long Way From Rock & Roll

Wander into the Boston University School of 
Music any Sunday afternoon between September 
and May, and chances are, you won’t be surprised to 
hear strains of Beethoven, Tchaikovsky, or Saint- 
Saens coming from the concert hall. What may 
surprise you is that the source of the music is not BU 
students, but 114 high school-age musicians who 
have come from 78 communities in the Greater 
Boston Area to rehearse. What you’ve just happened 
upon is a rehearsal of the Greater Boston Youth 
Symphony Orchestra, or GBYSO, for short. 

GBYSO (pronounced jib-so) is actually two full 
symphony orchestras, senior and repertory, which 
rehearse every Sunday at BU, under the direction of 
Walter Eisenberg, and Dr. Paul Roby, respectively. 
““Maestro”’ Eisenberg is an old hand at this — he 
has been GBYSO’s conductor since 1967 — while Dr. 
Roby, in his second year, is relatively new to the job. 
While the rep orchestra is generally made of 


younger, less experienced players (most of whom go 
on to join senior), it too,,is extremely good, and there 
is a stiff competition for both.orchestras. 

So, why join? There are probably as many reasons 
for joining GBYSO as there are musicians in the 
orchestras. For a Wellesley percussion player, ‘‘The 
best thing about GBYSO is that it has given me an 
experience in orchestral playing that I couldn’t find 
in high school’’ (GBYSO members are expected to 
play in their high school orchestras, so as to help 


these orchestras by their experience and to avoid ; 


friction between high school music departments and 
GBYSO). For another percussionist, GBYSO 
membership meant ‘‘an advantage over other kids 
going into music,’’ and a violinist mentioned ‘‘good 
contact — I’m taking (music lessons) from a new 
teacher this fall.’’ A cellist said it was ‘‘experiences 
like the Colombian trip last year and the trip to 
Germany this year’’ that make GBYSO special. A 


violinist in the rep orchestra’said ‘‘it gives you an 
opportunity to meet people you wouldn’t otherwise 
meet!’’ 

Both orchestras give concerts. Last year senior 
GBYSO performed several concerts in Boston, in- 
cluding five youth concerts in Symphony Hall, with 
BSO members. The orchestra also played in Wor- 
cester, Lexington, and Newton. In June, the group 
gave an exciting (and well-attended) ‘‘farewell 
concert”’ in the Hatch Shell on the Esplanade before 
embarking on a nine-day concert tour of Colombia, 
South America. 

The orchestra is, quite literally, world-reknowned. 
In past years, the senior GBYSO has performed at 
Boston’s Symphony Hall, New York’s Carnegie Hall 
and Kennedy Center, and the White House in 
Washington D.C. GBYSO was present at the first 
International Festival of Youth Orchestras in St. 
Moritz, Switzerland, and as a result of its success 
there, was the first foreign youth orchestra invited to 
the Israeli Festival of Music and Drama. In addition, 
GBYSO has toured Colombia, S.A. (twice),. New 
England, and Great Britain. 

This year the orchestra is planning an exchange 
with a youth sympony from Dusseldorf, Germany. 
The German orchestra will give a free concert at 
Sanders theatre this spring. The members of the two 
symphonies will play for each other and stay in each 
other’s homes. GBYSO will spend April 18-27 in 
Germany. 


In addition to concerts, rehearsals, and an oc- 
casional trip abroad, GBYSO also sponsors a 
summer session each year. The session, which lasts 
a week, has been held at Aggasiz Village in Maine 
for the last two summers. The session consists of 
rehearsals, sports, rehearsals, meals, rehearsals, 
dances, rehearsals, movies, and...more 
rehearsals. The whole thing culminates in a concert 
on the seventh day, and everyone agrees the ex- 
perience was terrific, and realizes if they can survive 
that rehearsal schedule, they are equal to anything. 

Each year, about half of the senior orchestra 
graduates, so there are always many seats vacant for 
the following year. Audition dates this year are May 
17 and 18. Membership is open to all high school 
students (or younger) who live in the ‘‘Greater 
Boston Area’? — anyone who can get to the 
rehearsals — there are members who live in Rhode 
Island and New Hampshire! There is a low 
registration fee and there are scholarships available 
for people who need them. If you are interested in 
auditioning, or have any questions about the or- 
chestras or concerts, write to Greater Boston Youth 
Symphony Orchestras, 855 Commonwealth Ave., 
Boston Ma.

John Anthony: Behind the Unknown Legend

The most powerful student in the state is not a 
wrestler.The most powerful student in the state 


does not play football, nor does he lift weights. What 


he does, is serve as chairman of the Massachusetts 
Student Advisory Council, and in doing so, he 
automatically becomes a voting member of the 
Board of Education.

worker for a long time, and I’ve gotten a lot of good 
experience. I’ve been in twenty-six different elec- 
tions in the last four years and I’ve won twenty-five 
of them. I think that reflects well on me not just in 
the fact that I’m able to keep winning, but there’s 
something there as far as leadership style.” 

The election Anthony lost ‘* in'the tenth, grade 
I lost a bid to, the regional Student Advisory 
Council. I was the alternate. I lost by twenty votes 
because of a rumor around school that I smoked 
heroin. Now let me be the first to say, if I knew how 
to smoke heroin, I would not. But I have some 
associates and acquaintances in my school who 
assure me that there is no way to smoke heroin.

I asked Anthony that since he has such a difficult 
job, with heavy burdens and huge responsibilities, 
doesn’t he ever think of quitting. ‘“Regularly,”’ he 
said with a smile. ‘‘But the thing is, that’s a 
superficial thought.

How intelligent is Anthony? His S.A.T. scores 
were a 700 on the verbal and a 550 in math, however 
he got a 630 on the math P.S.A.T. “‘Make sure you 
put that down,’’ he says with a mischievous grin. His 
marks in school are basically A’s, however this year 
he has a greatly reduced course load which consists 
only of three classes per semester. Often he does not

an English teacher that the reason you were out of 
school four and a half days last week was because 
you were helping education become its best.”’ 

What are John Anthony’s college plans? ‘‘Well, I 
think my college plans hinge largely on what the 
admissions committee at Harvard has to say. I am 
applying there and I am hoping to get accepted, and 
I will certainly go there if accepted. If not I am 
considering Zayres, Sears, and Bradlees.’’ Anthony 
also applied at UMass Amherst and Georgetown. 
His early decision application to Harvard .was 
deferred because of an alleged misquotation which 
appeared in the Boston Globe and concerned 
summer school at the University. 

On the recognition of students in government, 
Anthony says, “We're going ‘to take an awful lot 
more time in society for teachers, for adults, for 
everyone to really be entirely supporting of the 
concept of getting students really, substantially, into 
their own education, and into their own society and 
politics as adults.

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Racism In Schools: 
A Student's Perspective 


The following are student reactions to the racism 
which they have experienced in their own schools. 
These articles have been reprinted from the editorial 
page of the November, 1979 issue of the Madison 
Park Times (Pat Warnock, Editor-in-chief) of 
Madison Park High School, one of the largest high 
schools in the City of Boston. 

In subsequent editions, we hope to continue our 
study of racism in schools, so that all schools may 
learn from the successes and mistakes of those who 
have passed through periods of crisis.

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A Driver's License 
The Key To It All

After six months of Driver’s Ed classes and on the 
road training, of signing forms and signing checks, 
of taking tests and taking criticism, the waiting has 
dwindled down to a few minutes.

You have your driver’s license. 

Suddenly a multitude of restrictions are lifted and 
whole new possibilities open before you. Saturday 
night activities are no longer limited to the local 
movie theater or ice cream shop. Neighboring towns 
are within your reach as well as trips into Boston and 
Cambridge. Parents are miraculously transformed 
from chauffeurs into guardians of the All Powerful 
Keys. The horror of having mother drive you and 
your date to the 9th grade semiformal is forever 
behind you. Transportation is a problem of the past. 

Beyond all the conveniences and new vistas 
associated with driving a car, there are deeper 
psychological benefits to be enjoyed. Having a 
driver’s license is a symbol of independence and 
maturity. There is a feeling of freedom when a 
student walks down the hallway casually jingling his 
or her keys. He or she ison an equal level with all the 
adults on the road. When behind the wheel, the 
young driver is supreme. The car is a small domain 
in which the driver reigns uncontested. The six 
months of constant criticism while taking on-the- 
road training are obliterated when the driver takes 
control of his mobile kingdom. 

Driving is the first major step to becoming an 
adult in the eyes of most high school students. In

Monday morning at the high school parking lot is a 
scene of drama; each student playing a carefully 
studied role. 

Seniors drive with a decidedly superior air to 
prove that driving is just a way of life to them.

Juniors who have recently acquired licenses are 
more cocky and yet more self-conscious. Many of 
their friends do not have their licenses and time and 
familiarity have not yet mellowed their attitudes 
toward driving. Pedestrian sophomores, some who 
have just begun the classroom portion of Driver’s 
Education, look on with hungry eyes, providing an 
enthralled audience for the young driver. 

Of course, new drivers seldom discuss all the extra 
chores inherent in driving a car, such as battling the 
gas lines or waiting several hours to obtain the new 
green safety sticker.

Cruising through town with the windows rolled 
down is enough to keep them smiling and singing, 
“We'll have fun, fun, fun, ‘till your Daddy takes 
your T-Bird away.”

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Students Helping Students

When most freshmen enter high school, they are 
literally lost. A new school (bigger, to say the least) 
can be confusing and scary. Figuring out a schedule 
and finding out about extracurricular activities can 
be a problem. But is it just a problem for the fresh- 
men? Freshmen unable to adjust may become 
disassociated from the school’s ‘‘society.”’ 

At Randolph High School a program has been 
developed to help freshman adjust to high school life 
and to aid in whatever way possible. The Student 
Advisor Program is currently made up of between 
twenty-five and thirty seniors who have, since the 
beginning of the school year, gone into the freshmen 
homeroom three times a week. General and specific 
questions concerning all aspects of school life are 
answered. Personal problems are also dealt with as 
student advisors refer the freshmen to the guidance 
and resource departments. What it amounts to is 
students helping students. 

The roots of the program are somewhat obscure. 
Discussions in some of last year’s junior classrooms 
resulted in the first steps toward the organization of 
a program to aid in freshmen orientation. The help of. 
several Randolph High staff members was crucial in 
forming the program. A freshmen orientation day 
was held the day before the opening of school for the 


to discuss progress and learn methods .of in- 
terpersonal communications. From now on it is 
hoped that freshmen will become involved and 
become better adjusted. 

As a student advisor I feel the program has done 
much. But it is only a small step. There is still much 
to be done. The program will continue to be refined 
and strengthened. Today’s freshmen will, in only a 
few short years, be student advisors themselves. 
And that is the start of the cycle. 

We at Randolph High hope that other schools can 
try to institute a similar program with even greater 
effectiveness. You, too, will find it a very worthwhile 
effort.

Next Time You're 
Arrested

The standard procedure for youth offenders is an 
arrest-warrant-jail-trial cycle. Most of these cases 
are continued without a finding for a year. If the 
youth stays out of trouble (including traffic 
violations) the charges are dropped. In some cases, 
youths have to pay a fine or even go to jail. But does 
either fining youths, telling them not to get into 
trouble, or jailing them help them to learn from their 
mistakes? That is the question District Attorney 
William A. Delahunt had in mind when he instituted 
the Juvenile Diversion Program in Norfolk County in 
1975. 

For the past four years Norfolk County has been 
running a unique Juvenile Diversion Program. It is 
the only one of its kind in the nation opetated out of a 
District Attorney’s office. 

For juvenile offenders accused of non-violent 
crimes, the goals of this program are: 

1) To devolop a system of personalized justice in 
those cases which can be handled more effectively 
through means other than traditional court 
proceedings; 

2) To create a rehabilitative rather than a punitive 
system; 

3) To avoid the delinquent label stigma attached to 
youthful offenders; 

4) To reduce repeat offenders; and 

5) To insure that the victim is recompensed by the 
offender. 

This means that all juveniles in Norfolk County 
who are involved in non-violent crimes are eligible to 
participate in this program, after being referred by 
the local police departments. Instead of going 
through the court proceedings, which officials say 
does not help and may even hinder a juvenile to 
learn, these youths take part in an eight week 
program for two or three hours a week. 

Most of these youths are first offenders, but 
occasionally a second offender is eligible for the 
Juvenile Diversion Program. People accused of 
crimes of violence, assault, or aggression are not 
referrable. Cases involving traffic offenses are 
referrable. Referral can be made on possession and 
use of drugs but not on the sale of drugs. 

The youths must volunteer for this program and 
take full responsibility for their actions. The records 


‘of these volunteer youths are sealed, and once the 


youths have become eighteen years old, all records 
are destroyed. 

The youths in the program are between twelve and 
seventeen years old. They may come from families 
with excellent structure or from families with no 
structure at all. Once they are entered in the 
program case workers evaluate the youths. They pay 
a visit to their home and research their school 
records. This is done because a large percentage of 
the youths involved have family problems which 
provoke their anti-social behavior. After the in- 
vestigation into the offenders’ personal social history, 
a treatment plan is recommended to the youth. 

The treatment plan includes participation in a 
group workshop. There are several different groups, 
all with different formats, but the same goal: make 
youths responsible for their own actions. All of these 
groups cost $30 for the eight week program, which 
the youths pay themselves. 

_ These groups include: an Outward Bound 
program which educates by using the environment 
in devoloping skills; a youth encouragement of 
socialization group; an alcohol and drug awareness 
group; and a problem solving group. All of these 
groups teach the youths to cooperate and take 
responsibility for these actions. 

There are about sixteen case workers ceca in 
th D.A.’s office at this time. Each has approximately 
fifteen cases at a time. There are also many 
volunteer workers which allow the caseworkers the 
time to make this program a success. Many of these

. In the recent years the incidence of injuries in 
athletics has increased steadily, especially with the 
emphasis in schools to increase the number of 
woman’s activities. With the increased number of 
participants there has been a relative increase in the 
number of injuries. (An ‘‘injury’’ is a trauma which 
requires medical care in an emergency room.) 

To give some background as to the scope of the 
injury problem, a study in 1976 showed that ap- 
proximately 4.1 million men and 1.6 million women 
took part in varsity high school and college sports; 
about 3.3 million men and 1.8 million women were 
enrolled in intramural sports activities; and about 6 
million men and 5.7 million women are enrolled in 
physical education classes. 

These numbers show the value we, as a nation, 
place on athletics and their value in teaching the 
discipline of preparation and developing sports: 
manship in winning and losing. This report shows 
the unacceptable incidence of injury in the 1975-76 
sports season, more than one million in secondary 
schools and colleges. Of these, over 100,000 were 
classified as major, keeping the participants out for 
twenty days or more. More than 325,000 were from 
football, an activity in which more than 1.2 million 
high school boys participate in each year, and about 
70,000 boys at the university level, and ap- 
proximately 200,000 boys in a local or social 
organization.

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Indoor Tennis 


In New England

Tennis in New England once was mainly a spring 
and summer sport. It was for these four or five 
months that New Englanders would search through 
attics, find and dust off their racquets, head out into 
the fresh air and serve a few up. This limited time 
span to practice and enjoy tennis prevented a 
“‘boom’’ from taking place, as had happened in 
California or Florida where kids had, for decades, 
played tennis all year. The weather, which has 
reduced Florida’s yearly output of skiers, put New 
England tennis in much the same dilemma. Five 
months simply wasn’t enough time to produce top 
caliber junior players who would be able to compete 
with those of southern California or Florida. 

However, during the late sixties indoor tennis 
began to take a foothold in New England. Few ex- 
pected that it would revolutionize the New England 

.tennis industry and bring forth a barrage of talented 
northeastern juniors. During the early and mid- 
seventies indoor tennis complexes sprouted almost 
everywhere. Juniors in New England were finally 
given what kids in the South had cherished for 
decades, the chance to play tennis twelve months a 
year. With this opportunity, the popularity of tennis 
grew at a staggering rate. 

The level of junior tennis in New Englanu began to 
steadily increase from almost non-existence to 
national prominence. Much of their success can be 
attributed to excellent indoor junior programs 
throughout New England. 

These programs begin the youngster at an early 
age, teaching him/her the fundamentals. It is also 
stressed that tennis is a game which is enjoyable to 
play at whatever level one attains. As these kids 
become more mature, these clinics become more 
‘intense, with emphasis clearly on the aspects of 
tennis that are necessary for a winning game. For 
the advanced juniors the clinics are usually com- 
posed of intense drilling and physical conditioning, 
as well as training for the mental part of the game. In 


all of these indoor programs there is an excellent 
student to pro ratio, which gives each player 
specialized instruction and added enthusiasm. These 
programs give juniors extensive instruction. 

In addition to these programs, kids are en- 
couraged to practice indoors throughout the winter. 
A sign of this was the development of a junior indoor 
league, called the Penn league. This is a competitive 
setup of teams from clubs all over New England. 
Each Saturday the kids travel to various indoor 
facilities around their area and play matches in a 
specific age group. The season concludes with 
playoffs, where finally Penn league champions are 
crowned in each division. 

Along with the Penn league, indoor junior tour- 
naments are sponsored throughout the winter for 
boys and girls by the New England Tennis 
Association. These tournaments are played every 
week at indoor clubs all over New England and age 
categories range from under 10 through 18 years of 
age. But the indoor tournament road is a tough life to 
live. The kids are sometimes required to drive for 
hours to get to a club, and then play as many as six 
matches before a tournament is complete. 

The emergence of the Penn league and indoor 
junior tournaments has helped the progress of New 
England junior tennis tremendously. With indoor 
tournaments and the Penn league, kids never lose 
their competitive desire and in turn become better 
players. As one would expect, this has led to im- 
provement in quality at the high school level as well. 

The move to indoors has given New England 
tennis a new aspect. This is now a section of the 
country noted for its indoor facilities. New England 
juniors, with the assistance of indoor tennis, are 
‘becoming more talented every year. The irony is that 
many kids, I for one, are starting to prefer indoor 
tennis. Indoors, a player is not bothered by sun in his 
eyes, rain, or that aggravatring wind. The indoor 
tennis lover is here to stay.

With these astronomical numbers participating, 
there were only 40% of the secondary schools and 
80% of the four year colleges who had trainers who 
were responsible for both the treatment and 
rehabilitation of injuries.

Should Juveniles Be Treated As Adults in the Courts?

Forty percent of the people that are arrested are juveniles, Miller's 


Court on Channel 5 began a 


discussion last month on a typical juvenile offender. Johnny, a 15 year old, steals a car, messes it up, and is arrested, 


What should be done with him? 

The crowd ansSwersee. 

1. Treat him like an adult and throw him in jail. 

2. Have his family and the judge give hima "good 
kick in the fanny," but don’t put him in jail. 

3. He was only a curious kid doing a prank, let 
him off easy. 

4, Don*t put him through the embarrassment of a 
trial, The media will get to him and even though he may not 
be of age to get a criminal record, everyone will recognize 
him and it isn't fair, He deserves his privacy. 

5. Don*t pat him on the back, A trial will scare 
him into not committing another offense, 

6. One person actually thinks jail is not so bad, 
If he does not go to jail, he could always be put ina 
detention home, 

Why treat juveniles differently from adults? In 
the 1800's, juveniles and adults were treated the same way 
in court, Now, the philosophy exists that a judge must act 
like a parent towards a juvenile offender, 

How are juveniles treated differently? They can 
not be proven guilty as in an adult criminal trial, A juven- 
ile can only be proven delinquent (ages 14-17). The worst 
that could happen to him would be a committment to a youth 
authority; however, if the juvenile becomes a recidivist, he 
may well be tried as an adult for a more serious crime, 

WHAT ARE THE RESULTS? Approximately 70% of the 
juveniles brought to court are never seen after their first 
offense, Twenty percent are seen again, but they never 
commit adult crimes, Unfortunately; 10% of those juveniles 
become serious crim.

One fundamental principle is that we are free, 
If a student does not want to go to class, why should a 
Judge step in? An expert added a few words: 

If the parents fail to handle the situation, 
the child will not be dealt with as a criminal, He is in 
need of services, (C.H.I.N.S.) 

We all agree on one issue: We have got to 
make juveniles fit for society, One solution is the 
separate court, Juveniles and adults must be treated 
differently for their own protection,

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Last year, many CRLS students and teachers were 
part of an important research project in our school. 
They were asked questions about thirteen different 
aspects of the school which combine to create what is 
called schoolclimate: aterm that describes the at- 
mosphere of the school and the feeling one ex- 
periences being in the building and among the people 
there. School climate is the psychological weather of 
the school, It includes such dimensions as the sense of 
community and involvement among staff and 
students, the sense of direction and challenge offered 
by the school, the way the school handles problems, 
and the degree of order expected and maintained. 


Preliminary findings from the study show that 
CRLS students’ interracial/ethnic attitudes and 


behaviors compared favorably with those ofstudents _~ 
in seventeen Boston, Springfield, Providence high 


schools ee es ey Our 
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- options available at CRLS (e.g. courses, social 
opportunities) ; 

- influence distribution (having a say about 
decisions); 

- feelings of security at the school; 

- knowledge about people of other racial/ethnic 
groups. 

Both teachers and students gave a high rating to 
“influence distribution:” they feel they have influence 
on the school’s rules, procedures, goals and decisions. 
Both teachers and students considered order the 
biggest problem. 

Special concerns of black students, often shared by 
other minority students, showed in the lower ratings 
they gave to: 

- involvement; 

- equal treatment-racial fairness; 

- groupings (feeling boxed into cliques); 

- staff models (too few black staff); 

- low staff support for integration. 


@ Clearly the data needs thorough analysis and in- 
terpretation; feelings and responses varied a great 
deal from program to program and according to 
ethnic/racial background, neighborhood, sex, year in 
school, and school achievement. The data needs also 
to be kept in context. It was gathered during a time of 
great organizational upheaval, before the school had 
settled into its present and still-evolving structure, 
and before an even greater upheaval: thetragic 
stabbing of a student in our school. Still, this in- 
formation help us see the school through many dif- 
ferent people’s eyes, and the composite profile can be 
a Starting point for deliberate improvements in the 
school.

@The truth is that two elements co-exist in our school 
climate: tension and togetherness. This became 
obvious during the winter's tragedy. Our worst fears 
were confirmed about the potential that exists for loss 
of control and violence. This can happen in any 
setting where large numbers of people know each 
other mainly through stereotypes and confrontations. 
This death forced us to think about neighborhood and 
group tensions that exist in the city and come into the 
school. Yet, the extraordinary way people of all kinds

In September, 1979, a group of students 
representing the Student Government met with me to 
discuss the content and materials’used in their Social 
Studies classes. It was the opinion of these Juniors and 
Seniors that much of the Social Studies curriculum 
was biased against women and minority groups. I 
listened to their experiences and was convinced that 
tey were sincere and thoughful young people. 
However, I wondered if their perceptions were shared 
with many other students at CRLS. 

Since the time of our initial meetings in September, 
we have named and expanded the committee. It is 
called the “Student Committee for Equity in 
Curriculum” (SCEC) and includes eight students and 
nine staff— 

3 Social Studies Teachers; 

1 English Teacher; 

The coordinator of Chapter 622/Title IX; 

The Assistant Headmaster for Instruction and 
Curriculum; 


The Group School Staff Developer; 

The TIC of Student Government; and 

The Social Studies Coordinator. 
Other activities of the SCEC include: 
1. Attendance at a regional Chapter 622/Title IX 
Conference in Lexington, November, 1979. 
2, A workshop for Social Studies teachers on how to 
analyze textbooks for bias in December, 1979. 
3. A survey of a random sample of students taken in 
English classes in February, 1980, that assesses 
English and Social Studies curriculum for racial and 
sex-role stereotyping. 
4. Currently we are engaged in developing two 
workshops, one for teachers that will sensitize them to 
issues, events and people of importance to minority 
groups in Cambridge and to women and girls.

Curriculum Revision 


In May, 1980, students in each house, including 

_ Fundamental and Pilot, will be given the opportunity 
to explore their neighborhoods as part of the Take 
Pride in Cambridge, 350th Anniversary Celebration. 
This project will include finding famous people, past 
and present and doing brief biographical essays on 
them: studying the architecture of the neighborhood; 
learning about the origins and languages of the people 
in the neighborhood; and describing community 
services available. Projects will be shared with the 
community anc with elementary schools. It is our 

_ intention that structured group tasks such as this— 

ie. students inquiring about Cambridge—will 
become an integral part of the social studies 
curriculum. 

A new course called The Americas will be offered in 
September 1980, to Anglo students who have at least 
two years of Spanish background and to Spanish 
students who can read and speak English. The course 
is designed to help reduce the isolation of bilingual 
students by providing mutual learning experiences on 
a daily basis and an occasional social experiences. 
The content of the course will provide an 
overview and comparison of the history, geography 
and economics of Latin American and North 
American. Some of the lectures and readings will be 
in English and some in Spanish for all students 
together. 

The Social Studies Coordinator has been meeting 
with representatives of the Student Government 
(SCEC) to examine bias in the content of social 








studies curricula. One of the results of these meetings 
was a workshop run by Adria Steinberg, Carol Siriani 
and Brenda Smith for all members of the Social 
Studies Department in December. At this time, 
teachers examined their textbooks for bias and were 
given helpful guides for finding non-biased print 
materials for social studies courses. 

Having begun to examine the content of the social 
studies curriculum, the decision was made to be 
consciously aware of our goal including issues and 
events that are/were of importance to minority groups 
and to women. For example, courses have been ex- 
panded to include units in: 

- the reasons behind and the immediate and long- 
range impact of immigration on various groups in the 
United States. 

- the growth of the labor movement in the United 
States. 

- reasons for poverty in certain areas of the world. 

- study of the holocaust; etc. 

This is only the beginning!

“Abstract of a Proposal for an Institute of Cross 

* Cultural Awareness in the Cambridge School 
Department—Submitted to the Ethnic Heritage 
Studiés Program.” 


Cambridge has a very pluralistic population from 
the ethnic, linguistic, racial and socio-economic 
points of view. The different groups have been able to 
develop their identity, and express their differences , 
however, there has not been any systematic and 
comprehensive attempt to foster the collaboration and 
mutual comprehension of the different groups. 

In the first year, the Institute will promote the 

_training of a core of students and teachers at the 
Cambridge Rindge and Latin School in cross cultural 
education. The following departments will be in- 
volved: Bilingual, Foreign Languages, English, Social 
Studies. Six workshops will be offered: 

Teaching from a cross cultural perspective. 

Seminar on the ethnology of CRLS 

Seminar on curriculum from a cross cultural 
perspective. 

Workshop (for students) on the Cambridge neigh- 
borhoods. ; 

Workshop (for students) on “gangs” and 
“hangout” places at CRLS. 

Workshop (for students) on sensitivity training to 
cultural differences. 

The results of these workshops will be shared in 
classes of the Departments mentioned above as well as 
in release days and assemblies. Recommendations for 
curriculum changes will be made. Activities to | 
promote ethnic and race relations will be devised. 

In the second year, the other departments at CRLS 
will be involved. In the third and fourth year, the 
elementary schools will replicate the project. The 
fifth year will be a time for dissemination and 
consolidation. 

The project will be administratively under the 
supervision of Dr. Diane Tabor, assisted by the 
Director of Bilingual Education and Coordinators of 
Modern Languages, Social Studies and English. The 
Coordinator of the Project will be.a teacher who will 

work two extra hours a day assisted by two teachers 
who will also work two extra hours a day. 





‘English Department 
Curriculum Revision 


Because change is essential to con - 
tinued growth, and because many of the students 
and staff of CRLS believed that the English 
curriculum was in need of revision, the English faculty 
this year after careful examination of its current 
program, decided upon some modifications in the 
curriculum. 

The revisions were worked out and implemented 
wtih certain very specific guidelines in mind. These 
guidelines included: 

- the needs of the ethnically, racially, socially, and 
intellectually diverse CRLS student body. 

- the necessity of providing opportunities for both 
the mastery of basic skills and the exercise of 
creativity and itellectual curiosity. 

- the importance of attaining and maintaining 
rigorous standards of excellence for students of all 
grades and all ability levels. 

- the desirability of structurin g the program as a 
four-year sequence and progression as op- 
posed to a series of four self-contained, independent 
entities. 

A Core English Program for 9th and 10th Grade 

With these considerations clearly in mind, the 
decision was made to design English curricula for ° 
freshmen: and sophomores that will strengthen and 
further develop the basic skills of grammar, com- 
position, and reading acquired by most students in the 
grade schools and that will also afford remedial help 
for the students whose acquisition of those skill is 
incomplete. In addition, student will be introduced 
to more sophisticated literary types, concepts, and 
terms.

As you probably know by now, a day of workshops 
is being planned for Thursday, May 22, for the staff of 
the high school. Staff, for this day in particular, 
includes teachers, administrators, and all the sup- 
port. staff who work to keep CRLS alive —the 
secretaries, custodians, cafeteria personnel, 
librarians, security staff, matrons.

Junior and Senior Courses 

The junior and senior courses are organized arouna 
themes, units or topics. Ali courses include both 
literature and communication skills. However, since 
the emphasis in each course may very according to its 
content, juniors and seniors must select one course 
that stresses communications skill and one that 
emphasizes literature out of these four courses. 
Courses have been designed at different paces aand 
levels of difficulty, ranging from remedial to ad- 
vanced. Students may also avail themselves of the 
opportunity to be in classes with peers of various skill 
levels and to participate firsthand in the advantages 0 
such heterogenous grouping. There are also ad- 
vantages in having students from more than one grad 
level within the same class, as many students in the 
current elective program have noted. The goals of this 
revised program include: 

- competence in the use of the English language. 

- a familiarity with a variety of literature. 

- an ability to view and assess oneself and one’s 
environment critically and ligical logically. 

To ascertain its degree of success, periodic 
evaluation of the program will be conducted. No 
curriculum is ever so perfect that it can or should be 
engraved in stone. To be truly viable it should be 
dynamic and responsive to the needs of those it has 
been created to serve. The English Department is 
committed to these ideals. If you would like to

School Climate 
Improvement Project 


A project is about to begin, under the acting 
directorship of guidance counselor Doris Smith, to 
work on two goals: careful analysis of the above- 
mentioned data, and action planning to improve 
school climate. This School Climate Improvement 
Project will give needed support to large numbers of 
students, faculty and community members already 
hard at work on racial ethnic relations, curriculum, 
and staff development projects. It will also encourage 
new initiatives. , 


The project's first meeting will be May 7, at 2:45 in 
the CRLS library. The meeting will bring together last 
year’s School Climate Committee who did the 
preliminary data analysis, all of the people involved in 
current related projects, and members of Training 
Development Research Associates, who wrote the 
funding proposal and are collaborating with CRLS on 
the project. One recommendation that will be made is 
that we unify our efforts by forming three im- 
provement teams atCRLS: one for school climate; a 
second for racial climate, the third for 
school/community relations. These teams will involve 
students, staff, and community members. (Watch for 
notices. Wide participation will be the goal.) 


@ Right now, with the help of this project, we have an 
extraordinary opportunity to build on our strength 
and to make the school a proud and peaceful place. A 
truly positive, healthy school climate, characterized 
by respect for one another, for learning, and for 
excellence, will come about only through our 
willingness and our insistence that it prevail.

Thankfully, we, the Black students of C.R.L.S., do 
have a few concerned, but over-worked, counsellors, both black 
and white, who help as many students as possible obtain this 
information, However, this is not enough, We, as concerned 
students, must demand that all get a fair share of what our 
school has to offer, With all of this positive promoting of 
racial harmony, teachers and administration must actively recruit 
and give equal access to students of all races when giving out 
scholarship applications and scholarships,

What is it? 

The MIT/ Wellesley Upward 
Bound program is a year-round, 
federally sponsored, educational 
program serving 70 low-income 
high school students from the 
Cambridge community. The 
program stresses the development 
of academic skills-and motivation 
for students who might not 
traditionally be conside:::d co'lege- 
bound. Ninety-five percent of t*e 
students completing the program 
enter post secondary education. 


What happens during the 
summer? 

The summer session consists of 
six weeks of intensive academic 
work in a residential setting on the 
Wellesley College ca pus. During 
the session, students and staff live 
together in a college dormitory. 

Classes are held daily, supported 
by an intensive tutoring program.

Tt would be nice to say that this whole body of 
nearly 600 students will find an easy road to success and 
happiness following today’s ceremony, But, in honesty, this 
world of ours is more jumbled than ever, To deal with 
problems as you have encountered them here -- well, that is

The issue of racial harmony may be RSdtecned through 
two modest: exposure and comprehension, These are broad terms, 
yet they abstractly present the crux of the chal’.enge. 

Exposure to various racial and ethnic groups through 

* curriculum and classroom interaction is essential, to generating 
positive growth, For example, continuity between bilingual 
Classes and language classes could enhance both curriculums, 
Language is a barrier that separates many of us; it could, how- 
ever, be a point of contact, To illustrate this further, 
consider the French classes that are offered, Students who, 
take standard French classes learn a very formal style of the 

‘language. By setting up a time to practice their language 

_ skills with Haitian-French students, they would be enriching 

‘their ability, Also the stude nts would be exposed to an off- 
shoot of the French language and another culture, This type of 

“cooperation could have very beneficial results in terms of the 
racial climate, 

The teachers and the administrators have the ultimate 
major responsibility of dealing with the prejudices that exist 
in the school, That is not to say that students and parents 
don't have a tremendous responsibility to the school's environ. 
ment, Parental input is a vital aspect of the school, A 
parent*s influence over their child is still greater than that 
of the teachers, administrators, et al, Parents must work to 
alleviate the frustrations and hostilities that a student might 
bring with them to school. The faculties’ jurisdiction is the 
School; a parent's jurisdiction is the home, Both parents and 

-administrators have a common interest, the welfare of the stud- 
ent. 


The student's walters must also be addressed in an 
academic context, Lack of representation in the curriculum oe 
been recognized as a major problem when consider“iig race, : 

terial in the pre-school and formative years, such as Ss Seam 
Street", has been adapted to the changing times, Much of the 
C.R.L.S. subject matter still focuses on the white majority, 
The unrepresented students feel left out, inferior, and this 
"turned off" to the material and learning altogether, 

There are two schools of thought atout the issue of 
race acknowledgment in the classroom, In the ideal, one ree 
be judged "not by color of his skin, but by the content of h 
character", Often that is simply too unrealistic ina isso 
room of vital, urban minds, 

. In reality, not acknowledging racial distinctions 
between students facilitates an almost sterile learning 
environment, One"s ethnicity should be an enhancing feature 
of the classroom experience, Yet reference to a student's 
ethnicity must be handled in a sensitive, constructive manner, 

There are some hard core social stigmas that must 
be addressed. An unfortunate reality is that in honor level 
courses the students are primarily white. The few minority 
students who are in these courses are often labeled by others 
of their race as "white", This is a stigma that is carried 
by many minority students, Not only is there a prevalent 
"Black on Black" or "Spanish on Spanish". attitude, but class 
distinctions between whites are drawn, Tensions can arise by 
making reference to someone's gra,mar school, Roberts, Pea- 
body, Agassiz, King, Tobin, Morse, Kennedy, are all represen- 
tative of various economic levels and social styles, 

Thus when we consider prejudice, we must also 
consider the source, Learning to hate is based on either 
example or experience, 

The examples of prejudice can range from subtle 
misrepresentations in a U.S.History text to blatant, bigoted 
overtures of an embittered teacher, The examples are somewhat 
easier to work against, because they are tangible effronts 
that can be dealt with. Administrative involvemert, peer 
counseling and parent conferences are ways of dealing with 
these injustices, 

The experiences of racial hate that people carry 
can scar very deep’, By educating and exposing people, 
raising their sensitivites, and working towards understanding, 
perffaps soe of these negative experiences could be. balmed, 
Parents can be helpful here by encouraging students to work 

.out problems, discouraging violence, and maintaining an aware- 
ness aoe the things that are happening at the high school as 
conscientious adults,

world needs to develop a heightened awareness of the problem,

One Belution to this 
problem could be to! break 
down a large school!unit into 
smaller, more intimate units, 
At C,R.L,S., the pupils have 
been divided into 4 groups, or 
nouses, But the only distinc~ 
tion among houses is adminis- 
trative; there is still no 
sense of belonging anywhere, 
The separate''ess' persists, If 
a house system is going to 
give a sense of community, 






























goals must exist, A core of 
keenly interested students, 
parents, and teachers willing 
to work hard for a house sys- 
tem must be identified and 
brought together, The rest of 
the students must also be made 
to feel a part of the action - 
not a product of it, The fac- 
ulty mist understand the need .

these students to realize that 
we all deserve respect, that we 
all have experienced the same 
basic emotions and endured the 
same growing pains. ? 

All students must be 
brought together in a required 
four year program, with the 
goal of recognizing the worth 
of each individual, This pro- 
gram should permeate all aspects 
of education; it cannot be 


limited to a single course, Much 


preparation is necessary to form 
a real learning situation, 

The only way to create a 
"give and take" relationship 


_among students is to give -them 


a real understanding of each’ 
other's cultures, Community 
members, especially parents, 
should be urged to come and talk 


to the students about their heri- 


tage, and any hardships they 
suffered due to their racial or 
ethnic backgrounds, Teachers 
should emphasize all cultural 
histories in the program, Stud- 
ents must get a sense of where 
they*re all coming from, They 
must appreciate the fact that it 
is not just the Blacks, or the 
Chinese, or the East Cantabrig- 
jans, that have it hard, but 
that we all have upsetting and 
challenging lives at times, By 
encouraging the students to talk 
with each other, and discover 
their cultural backgrounds,
